M. Cavignac, the Minister of War. 
in teply, asked Gen. de Boisdeffre to 
remain “to see justice rendered in the 
matter.”” Gen. de Boisdeffre thanked 
M. Cavignac for proofs of his esteem, 
but persisted in his résignation. He will 
be replaced therefore by Gen. P-cnourd, 
director of the Military Colloge. 

THE SUICIDE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] © 

PARIS, Aug. 31.—Lieut.-Col. Henry 
cut his throat with a razor, which he 
had concealed in his valise. During 
the late Zola trial, Henry accused Col. 
Picquart of falsifying telegrams. A 
duel followed, in .which Henry was 
wounded. The next scene occurred in 
the Chamber of Deputies, where Col. 
Picquart proclaimed the letter a forg- 
ery, and as a result was arrested, 
while Henry's villainy. was rewarded 
by his being appointed Col. Picquart’s 
successor in, the Intelligence Depart- 
ment. It is now evident that Henry 
forged the letter with the express ob- 
ject of paralyzing Col. Picquart’s ef- 
forts to expose Maj. BWsterhazy, and 
to get a revision of the Dreyfus case. 
The letter was written in bad French, 
a fact which first led it to be regarded 
as spurious. It is said that if the 
Cabinet decides upon revision of the 
Dreyfus case, M. Cavignac, Minister 
of War, will resign, 

The scene of Henry’s avowal was 
most painful. When he saw it was 
almost useless to deny further, his 
tongue grew so-thick for his mouth 
that he was unable to speak. It was 
feared that he would have an apo- 
plectic stroke, After his arrest he was 
permitted to visit his wife while on the 
way to the fortress at Mont’ Valerian. 
She thought he really had had a fit. 
He addressed her as “My poor wife,” 
adding, “I am under arrest.” 

The officer accompanying him was 
under orders not to lose sight of him 
for a moment, and therefore he could 
not see his wife alone. All three pro- 
ceeded to his bedroom to get the ne- 
cessary clothing. Henry then clasped 
his wife in his arms and exclaimed: 
“My conscience is pure and_ free from 
every sting.” This exclamation was 
much commented upon as going to 
show that he may possibly have forged 
the letter under orders from his su- 
periors. 

Lieut. Henry was a peasant's én. 
He was born in Pousey in Marne in 
1848 and enlisted in a foot regiment as 
his brother's substitute in 1863: He 
had a geod military record for bravery 
and ‘inexorable discipline. -He was a 
prisoner of war in_ 1870, 
wounded in the Algerian campaign. He 
retained much of the rough-and-ready 
manners of a nOn-commissioned offi- 
cer, He was lacking in education, 
spoke no foreign language, and owed 
his promotion primarily to his reputa- 
tion for blunt straightforwardness,

It is reported that at today’s Cabinet 
meeting the ministers admitted that a 
revision of the Dreyfus trial was dbso- 
lutely unavoidable, and publi an-

Minister of War had declared that 
. intended to compel the resignation 
of ‘the chief of the general staff, Gen. 
Boisdeffre, and his subordinate, M. 
Gonz, because in two years’ personal 
investigation they had not succeeded 
in discovering the forgery and led suc- 
cessive war ministers to pledge them- 
selves as to the genuineness of the doc- 
uments. 

The Temps this afternoon asserts 
that the disclosures made to the minis- 
ters today have decided the Minister 
of War to place Maj.

THE ARMY’S CHAMPION, 


Henry Bloviated and also Fought a 
Duel With Picquart. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
PARIS, Aug. 31.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The arrest of Lieut.-Col Henry, 
on the discovery that he is the author of 
an important letter which figured im the 
Dreyfus case, is one of the most sen- 
sational developments in the whole of 
this extraordinary affair. Col. Henry 
has been throughout the champion of 
the army against Col. Picquart, with 
whom he fought a duel. This new. de- 
velorment appears to alter the aspect 
of both the Dreyfus and Zola cases, and 
to practically nullify the evidence of 
Gens. Pellieux and Boisdeffre and the 
declarations of.the Minister.of War, M. 
Cavignac, in the Chamber of Deputies. 
Im fact. many people believe that per- 
haps-the real turning point in the 
Dreyfus case has been reached, and 


that the arrest of Col. Henry will lead 


to a revision of the trial of the prisoner 
of Devil's Island. 

It appears that so soon as M. Cavig- 
nac assuened the office of Minister of 
War he charged the official bureau to 
make a thorough research of the Drey- 
fus case, and it was this inquiry which 
resulted in the recovery of documents 
lately read in the Chamber of Deputies 
by M. Cavignac, showing that proof of 
the guilt of Dreyfus was forged. When 
Col. Henry was summor® to the Min- 
istry of War and questioned by M. 
Cavignac im the presence of Gen, Boise- 
deffre and others, he at first affirmed 
the authenticity of the incriminating 
document, but when discrepancies were 
poinied out he at first admitted adding 
sentences, and finally confessed to fab- 
ricating the whole letter. It is ag- 
firmed, however, that while this discoy- 
ery has not changed M. Cavignac’s be- 
lief in the culpability of M. Dreyfus, 
the Minister is determined to punish 
all the guilty parties, no matter what 
their rank or position may be.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 31.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch,] Very little investiga- 
tion among the men'of the Seventh‘ 
Regiment shows that there is a very 
strong feeling among a large majority 
of them that the regiment should be 
mustered out as socom as possible. They 
do not indorse the efforts of certain of- 
ficers to keep the regiment longer in 
the field. Following is one of the sev- 
eral ccenmunications to the Chronicle 
which praises the course of J. R. New- 
berry of Los Angeles in an attempt to 
have the men mustered out amd depre- 
cale the course of the officers of the 
regiment who desire to remain officers 
-as long as possible: 

“CAMP MERRIAM, Aug. 31. 

' “Editor. Chronicle—Dear sir: Perenit 
us on behalf of. the enlisted men of the 
Seventh Regiment of California to ex- 
press the views held by us in régard to 
being mustered out of service. Col. 
Berry printed in the morning papers a 
gross misstaternent of the sentiments 
and expressions of his men when he 
said they desired to remain in the serv- 
lee, now that wer is over. These men 
have no desire to eat government ra- 
tions and wear goverrment clothes in 
preferenoe to,earning their livelihood 
élsewhere: The Seventh Regiment is 
not composed - of that kind of stuff. 
They ‘left their business and profes- 
sions, some at great sacrifice, to an- 
swer their country’s call for men, and 
now that there is no longer need for 
them, all they ask is to be allowed to 
return’:to their vocations, and to this 
end have enlisted the services of their 
friends, among whom is J. R. New- 
berry, vice-president of the “War 
Board.’ 

“That Col. Berry dces not eppiisials 
the situation is not to be. wondered at, 
inasmuch as he does not mingle with 
his men, and has never, during four 


statements made by Col. Berry of the 


Seventh California Regiment. It says 
months’ service, been seen on some of in part: 
the company streets. “We most emphatically assert that 


now the government has no further 
use for our services, we would welcome 
an order mustering us out of the serv- 
ice. Many of us sacrificed a great 
deal, financially and in other ways, 
when duty called us in defense of our 
flag. and now that there is no more 
need of our services, we object to be- 
ing made a convenience of, in order 
that some fifty officers in this regi- 
ment, may enjoy their nice, easy com- 
missions, with nothing to do but draw 
a big, fat salary.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] If possible the stench’ 
around the War Department grows 
more intense and revolting each day

‘Such te, scheme prepared bY Al- 
ger—that Miles wili reject it is a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

There have been other developments 
in this marvelous scandal. Today it be- 
came known here, through reliable dis- 
patches from Cleveland that the Pres- 
ident has concluded that there must 
-be an investigation at once. This infor- 
mation leaked out from various chan- 
nels. Public men have been at work 
upon the President, urging him to. 
haste. Three or Sour members of the 
Cabinet are secretly urging the Presi- 
dent for the good of his own cledn fame 
to air the War Department. The man- 
agers of the Republican Congressional] 
Committee urge haste, and that com: 
mittee, after. a conference between 
Gen. Grosvenor, Messrs. Hull and Bab-' 
cock, have let it be known that Repub- 
lican condidates are not expected to 
defend Alger, but are to stand rather 
for his investigation. This is counted as 
being pretty close to a Republican 
repudiation of Alger. 

Behind all this mess, grim and stern, 
stands John Sherman, Alger’s enemy 
for past wrongs—Miles’s friend for 
family reasons. How much John Sher- 
man has to do with it all will appear 
later. 

WHAT HURTS ALGER.

occurred on the Mallory docks this 
afternoon. Recently the colored ’long- 
shoremem organized a labor union. 
When the steamer Colorado arrived 
yesterday the Mallory people were in- 
formed that they must employ union 
laborers and 50 and 60 cents per hour, 
for day and night work. The increase 
was refused. Yesterday 1500 colored 
men congregated at the wharf and by 
moral suasion kept the regular Mallory 
‘longshorermnen from going to work. 

Today the Mallory company set an 
extra crew to work unloading the ship, 
and brought some colored laborers from 
Houston. ‘The bloodshed occurred when 
an effort was made to put the Houston 
men to work. Mayor Fly warned the 
crowd to keep back, and when am ad- 
vance was made on the Houston negroes 
Mayor Fly fired five shots into the 
crowd, wounding two of the negroes 
who were advancing. 

A little later the rioters made another 
edvance. They were warned back. 
Then Mayor Fly gave the order to fire. 
There was a terrible fusillade from each 
side for a mimute, some of the negroes 
having revolvers, After the fusillade 
the crowd scattered. The fire department 
was called out to aid in the protection 
of the wharf property, An armed posse 
of citizens was organized. The Houston 
men were put to work, and the Mallory 
boat is discharging.

Hospitals at Montauk Point 


Still Overcrowded. ° 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 
‘NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The trans- 
port Allegheny arrived at. Montauk 
Point today having on board 500 men of 


. the Ninth Massachusetts and the re- 


mainder of the First Illinois, who sailed 
from Santiago August 25. The hospital 
accommodations are still unequal to 
the demands made upon them, and last 
night 150 sick soldiers were obliged 
to lie upon the bare floors, instead of 
being provided with cots. A majority 

these were members of the First 


Iilinois Regiment, which reached Mon- 


tauk yesterday on the transport Berlin. 
The work of removing the sick soldiers 
to their homes or to city hospitals is 
to be pushed as rapidly as possible. 
The steamer Shinnnecock is at Mon- 
tauk Point being fitted up as a hospital 
ship, and a corps of doctors and nurses 
have been detailed to care for the 
sick soldiers, while y are being 
transported to this*city. / The transport 
Yucatan has been fitted’ up as a hosp!i- 
tal ship, with accommodations for 250. 
She is expected to sail for New York 
with that number of sick this evening. 
The delicacies which have arrived in 


‘camp last evening for the First Illinois

today. 

Chaplain T. G. Stewart, of the Twen- 
ty-fifth Regular Infantry, is in New 
Jersey purchasing watermelons, peaches

He sent word today that he 
ad secured 400 melons and 500 bas- 
kets of peaches, and hoped to get more.

DIED ON TRANSPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

.NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—There were 
fourteen deaths on boar the transport 
Allegheny, conveying the Ninth Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers from Santiago to 
Montauk Point. The names of the dead 
are not yet obtainable. On board the 
Panther there was one death. 

In explaining the fourteen deaths of 
Massachusetts men while on the voy- 
age from Cuba, the surgeons said that 
the Allegheny brought all the seriously 
sick of the regiment. There are 145 
ill of the Massachusetts Regiment still 
on board the vessel, but they are not 
down with contagious disease. 

Dr. Magruder and inspecting officers 
say the Allegheny is a cattle ship, not 
even fit for well troops, much less for 
sick soldiers.

ALGER AT FORT MYER.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Secretary 
Alger, -with Mrs. Alger, paid a visit 
to Fort Myer last evening and in- 
spected arrangements at the hospital 
there for.the treatment of the cases of 
fever from Camp Alger. These were 
found to be of the first order. The 
surgeons in charge are supplied with 
everything conducive to the comfort 
of the patients that money can buy. 

It was a noticeable fact that many 
of the sick soldiers complained of hun- 
ger, and this in spite of the fact that 
they are given all the food that the 
nature of their ailments will permit. 
Few of the visitors to the army hospi- 
tal who see the typhoid patients, 
emaciated in appearance, calling for 
food, realize that to grant their de- 
sire for solid food would be to con- 
demn the patients to death; that the 
immediate result of the administrd- 
tion of anything more than limited 
quantities of liquid food would cause 
perforation of the inflamed intestines, 
hemorrhage and death. Secretary Al- 
ger’s attention has been strongly di- 
rected toward this fact by the reports 
that come to him from the medica] offi- 
cers of the field and garrison hospitals. 

Maj. Taylor, the surgeon in change 
at the Fort McPherson, Ga,, hospital, 
has suffered from adverse _.criticismn 
based on the observation of inexperi- 
enced visitors, and while he has .- re- 
frained from making criticisms pub- 
licly in newspapers, he has submitted 
facts to the War Department. His 
statements exactly bear out the ob- 
servations of Secretary Alger; as to 
the mistakes made in assuming that 
the patients were underfed. Moreover 
Maj. Taylor takes occasion to show by 
figures just what he has done for the 
patients in .the matter of food and at- 
bill for milk alone is 
$800 per month; he has more ice than 
can be used, either for drinking” pur- 
poses or for the patients: He provides 
a special diet in specially-arranged 
kitchens. He has seventy-one trained 
nurses, over one hundred hospital at- 
tendants and employés; numerous 
laborers.to clean the mess halls and 
tents. 

Secretary Alger says that critcisms 
that have been passed upon the hospi- 
tals are but samples of those on all 
hospitals.

Gen, Boynton Submits a Repor® 


on the Camp Hospitals. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Secretary 
Alger today received the report of Gen. 
H. V. Boynton, upon the state of af- 
fairs in the hospital at Camp Thomas. 
The report is dated August 29. The 
general reports that he visited all the 
hospitals in the camp without giving 

notice of his purpose, and adds: 


to afford an excellent standard by 
which to measure its conditions as to 
health and hospital service, a full re- 
port was obtained of all deaths in camp 
and its hospitals, since its establish- 
ment, in the middle of April last. The 
result shows a total death list of 198 
up to the 22d of this month, when the 
breaking-up of this camp began. 
tween these dates, including regulars 
and volunteers, fully 75,000 troops have 
been in camp in the Chickamauga 
Park.” 

The report takes up in detail, first 
the two permanent hospitals, Leiter 
‘and Sternberg, and then states, with 
the greatest minuteness the exact ac- 


The first is at Crawfish Springs,* un- 
der charge of Maj. Carter, and “was 
converted from a summer-resort hotel 
into a hospital, receiving the worst ty- 
phoid cases from the camp. Each pa- 
tient has abundant room, woven-wire 
and hair mattresses, and abundant 
bed clothes. The ventilation is per- 
fect, plumbing entirely new, and bath- 
ing facilities ample. The number of 
attendants, when all are well, is en- 
tirely satisfactory, and attendants are

Taking up the Sternberg hospitak in 
charge of Maj. Griffan, Gen. Boynton 
shows it is one of the most complete 
field hospitals ever seen, according to 
veterans of the last war. It is stated, 
in addition, that all the hospital refuse 
is burned in a crematory, and, accord- 
ing to Maj. Griffan, all of the 200 pa- 
tients now sick in the entire camp 
could be safely moved now. The dis- 
eases are more of a typho-malarial 
character than of typhoid fever 
strictly, the death rate being very low, 
about 8 per cent. of the worst cases. 

The First Division hospital, in charge 
of Maj. Frake, is floored with planed 
lumber, and if is as clean as possible. 
All the patients are on cots, ang never 
have been on the ground for any length 
of time. None of the 60 cents allowed 
per man for delicacies has been used, 
as it was not needed. Gen. Boynton 
shows that there is a full refr'@erator 
capacity for this hogpital, porcelain- 
lined baths, sterilized and iced water, 
and every convenience. In the malig- 
nant-typhoid ward there have been but 
two deaths out of thirty cases, in three 
weeks. He says that both the-medical 
officers and the hospital attendants at 
this hospital have undoubtedly per- 
formed their duty withenergy and effi- 
clency. 

The next hospital inspection was the 
Third Division hospital, Third Corps, 


in charge of Maj. Thomas Clark. 
Here the attendants were found 
to be sufficient, though in the 


earlier days there were not enough 
surgeons or attendants. The grounds 
were in excellent condition, the tents 
clean, most of the tents floored, and all 
of the space between the cots and 
aisles. For a time the hospital was a 
week behind in obtaining its medical 
supplies, but this was before the gov- 
ernment had am its medical 
in great quantities. 
Toking the last of the field hos- 
pitals, that of the Third Corps, Sec- 
ond Division, under Maj. Smith, the re- 
port states that the fifty-three tents 
are at present not all occupied, though 
during the epidemic of measles they 

crowded. 
tae ving the details about the hospi- 
tale, the report proceeds as follows: 

“In two of the hospitals, opportuni- 
ties occurred for discoveries of what 
undoubtedly originated many of the 
sensational stories which have been 
printed over the country, to the ef- 
fect that patients in the hospilals 
lacked sufficient food, and in many 
cases had been on the verge of starva- 
tion. In the wards where the convales- 
cent typho'd patients were found, many 
of the men were constantly asking for 
food and ‘as a matter of consequence 
were as copstan denied everything 
except the lighter forms of foci, which 
can alone be safely admirNstered to re- 
covering typhoid patients. 

“There has been no lack of perfect 
food in the hospitals, and competent 
cooks for preparing it have been pres- 
ent, and the only reason for depriving 
the patients of what so many of them 
have clamored for, has been the ne- 
cessity of such dieting as the disease 
demands. It will be easily observed that 
the conditions set forth in this report 
are mainly. present conditions. Un- 
doubtedly there have been serious in- 
conveniences, and at.times of the great- 
est crowding, there was lack of con- 
veniences and full attendance, which 
go to make up that painful condition of 
affairs, which, as every veteran knows. 
are inseparable from the field hospitals 
of great armies, even when all con- 
cerned exert themselves to secure the 
comfort of the patients. 

“So far from believing, as a result of 
my observations, that medical officers 
have been heartless or negligent, I be- 
lieve that these officers, and the hos- 
pital attendants as a whole, have ex- 
erted themselves to discharge their 

“In closing, I beg leave to express my 
opinion that most of the interviews 
with chaplains, regimental surgeons 
and others, both officers and men, now 
appearing at the north in many of 
the newspapers in regard to this camp, 
are reckless and false, except as to 
the filthy conditions which their own 
criminal negligence has caused. In my 
judgment, the recent increase in the 
outcries against water, and the per- 
sistent assertion that the park is un- 
healthy, have been largely and delib- 
erately used to stir up sentiment, and 
influence which woulda be exerted to 
secure their relief from service.

ORIENTAL ADVICES. 


China Will Appenl to the Treaty 
Powers for Protection. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPOR!.} 

VAUCOUVER (B. C.,) Aug. 31.—The 
Royal Mail steamer Empress of China 
arrived here from Hongkong and Yoko- 
hama this morning, bringing oriental 
advices up to August 19. Peking reports 
confirm the statement that the Chinese 
sovernment has determined «to appeal 
to all the treaty powers for protection 
against Russian aggression. 

Russia has vigorously protested 
against the reorganization of the hi- 
nese army and navy under British aus- 
pices. The papers say it is much to be 
hoped that England will not weaken; 
that China will be firm and that the 
United States will give them the fullest 
moral suport. 

Chinese papers publish the contract 
made between the Sheng Tao-Tal and a 
Belgian syndicate for the construction 
of the Lufuan Railway. It is a very 
different enterprise from the original 
project. The Belgians have practically 
transferred their contract to the Rus- 
sian government, the Russo-Chinese 
Bank openly holding 78,000 out of the 
225,000 shares, while it practically owns. 
the remaining shares. 

WRECKED BY TYPHOON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VANCOUVER C.,,) Aug. 31.— 
Oriental advices received today give 
details Of the destruction caused by a 
typhoon which passed over Formosa 
eArly in. August. At Taipes 768 houses 
were destroyed, 395 seriously damaged 
and twenty-three washed way. Nine- 
teen were killed and -the injured ran 
up into the scores. At Kelung the 
damage caused to small boats and 
cargo lighters cannot be calculated. 

The steamer Enoshima Maru was 
blown om the beach. The railway sta- 
tiom and ‘“go-downs” and soldiers’ 
barracks at Kelung were totally de- 
stroyed. Many. people were rendered 
destitute. The storm began about 
midnight August 5 and raged until the 
morning of the 8th. 


SERIOUS RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
The Portland Extra Jumps the 
Track—A Fireman Killed. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 31.—A serious 
accident occurred about 11 o’clock this 
forenoon on the California and Oregon 
Railroad, near Sims Station, in Siski- 
you county, one man losing his life 
and another being seriously injured. 

A freight train known as the “Port- 
land Extra,” south-bound, left Duns- 
muir at 10:15 a.m., in charge of Con- 
ductor D. W. Terrell of Sacramento. 
The train Jumped the track about two 
miles south of Sims Station, and about 
fifteen miles from Dunsmuir. The en- 
gine and eight loaded cars left .the 
track. The accident occurred on an 
embankment. The engine rolled down 
the bank and landed on its side. On 
the engine ‘were Engineer George E, 
Hanford and Fireman Fred P. Smith, 
both resident of Sacramento. 

The body vf Firemjan Smith was 
found near the overturned engine, his 
life crushed out. It is supposed that 
when he felt the engine leaving the 
track he jumped, and was pinned un- 
der some portion of the engine as it 
rolled over. Smith was married in this 
city last January, and he and his wife 
resided at No. 808 E street. 

Engineer Hanford was quite seri- 
ously injured, sustaining severe bruises 
and lacerations, but the extent of his 
injuries cannot be determined at this 
time. 

As soon as news of the _ accident 
reached that place a wrecking train, 
on board of which were a number of 
physicians, was sent to the scene from 
Dunsmuir. 

Engineer Tansford is a son of a vet- 
eran railroad engineer, who was killed 
a few years ago in a wreck near Pla- 
cerville, It is expected that the track 
will be cleared and repaired in time, 
so that no passenger trains will be 
delayed.

GREAT PROBLEMS FOR THE CON- 
SIDERATION OF CONGRESS. 


Anticipated Opposition to the Bill 
for a Larger Standing Army. 
Secretary Long is Anxious for 
the Construction of Fifteen New 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Aug 23.— 
When Congress meets in December 
some propositions will be presented to 
it that may have a stunning effect by 
their magnitude. The increase of the 
army and navy will be chief among 
these. Congress has a feeling, some- 
how, that to increase the strength of 
the standing army is a step toward 


strongly at the mere suggestion. When 
the army bill, temporarily increasing 
the strength of the standing army, 
was up before the last session, many 
Congressmen had to be assured in the 
most positive manner that the increase 
was only for time of war, and that as 
soon as the war was over the army 
would go back again to the old figure 
of 25,000 men. Now Secretary Alger 
is getting up a plan to have the regu- 
lar standing army of the country in- 
creased from 25,000 to 100,000, an in- 
crease so vast that it wéll take some 
members of Congress off their feet 
when they realize what it means. , 

Men in Washington who know the 
feeling of Congress upon this matter 
do not believe that the proposed bill 
will ever get through the House. The 
great objection to it will come from 
the laboring men, who have an inborn 
dread of large standing armies. The 
anti-imperialists will oppose it; the 


of Hawaii will oppose it, and they will, 
declare that this proposed increase is 
a direct result of the annexation of 
that island, 

The outcome of it probably will be 
a much smaller increase. The War De- 
partment already confesses that it may 
have to be content with raising the 
army to 60,000 men. If Congress au- 
thorizes an increase to §0,000 men the 
War Department may consider itself 
fortunate. That will be a@& permanent 
increase of 100 ‘per cent. which Con- 
gfess undoubtedly will consider quite 
sufficient. 

Secretary’ of tiv Navy Long also 
has plans for increasing his depart- 
ment of the government. The Times 
has told something of this osed 
increase in its tele@raphic dispatches 
from Washington. ~HMis plan ig to have 
Congress authorize t late con- 
struction of fifteen new battleships, an 
increase that almost breaks the record 
of the world.

The Monroe Doctrine Has Nothing 
to Do With a Case Like This. 
Our Growing Commerce De- 
mands More Ports.

SARATOGA (N. Y.,) Aug. 31.—The 
American Social Science Association, 
In annual session here, telegraphed to 
St. Petersburg today the following dis- 
patch: 

“To the Czar, St. Petersburg: The 
American Social Science Association 
unanimously hails the lofty purpose of 
your overture for a better understand- 
ing —— nations, and for better 
economic conditions for thei 
and confide in its eventual —-

Among the speakers today were 
Mayor Quincy of Boston, who spoke 
of public baths and recreation grounds 
aS a means of elevating the people; 
Thomas M. Osborne of Auburn, N. Y.;: 
Charles A. Gardner of New York, 
Prof. J. W. Jcks of Cornell Uni- 
versity, and Frank A. Vanderlip, As- 
‘sistant Secretary of the Treasury. He 
devoted his remarks largely to a re- 
view of the work of the Treasury De- 
partment in providing means for car- 
rying on the war with Spain. 

ANGLO-AMERICAN ALLIANCE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

SARATOGA, Aug. 31.—At the an- 
nual meeting of the American Social 
Science Association, held, here today, 
Charles A. Gardner, counsel for the 
elevated railroads of New York City, 
delivered an address on “The Pro- 
posed Anglo-American Alliance.” 

He spoke of the tendency to na- 
tional concentration in the present 
age, declaring that Russia, Great 
Britain and America, comprising two 
races of people, the Slavic and the 
Anglo-Saxon, practically dominate the 
world: 

A continual aggression has*for more 
than eight centuries marked the pol- 
icy of Russia, and spread her sov- 
ereignty over areas in “Europe and 
Asia, too vast almost for human con- 


ception. Against this aggression, 
Great Britain has admitted that she 
can, unaided by some other great 


power, make no opposition. 

-Attention at the present moment, he 
said, is directed to the Russo-British 
eontest for supremacy in China. At 
this critical moment, the possibility of 
an allianee Avith America, through 
consideration 6f. her interests in the 
. Philippines, is se@mingly Great Brit- 
ain’s only ‘hope of. triumph, 

“Shall America keep the islands? 
This question has become fundamental 
to the consideration of an alliance. 
Without the Philippines, the prejudices’ 
and environment of the past might 
control discussion, but with them an 
alliance becomes the most important 
problem of our new world’s relations. 
It has taken us nearly a century to 
push our domain across the continent 
and along 4000 miles of the 'Pacifi 
Coast. By conquest ,and purchasé, 
within a hundred years, we have ex- 
panded our territory westward over 
3,250,000 square miles. We are now en-. 
gaged in pushing our coast line 2000 
miles farther out to Hawaii. We own 
the Aleutian Islands, almost at the 
gates of Japan. In Samoa we have a 
naval and coaling right. An island in 
the Ladrones will soon be ours. Why 
turn back from the Philippines? 

“It is objected that the islands are 
extra-territorial and non-continguous 
but Porto Rico is 1000 miles from Flor- 
ida; Hawaii is 2000 miles from San 
Francisco; the nearest point of Alaska 
is 500, and its farthest point 1600 miles 
from Seattle: and the Aleutian Islands 
extend not only 2400 miles from our 
borders, but into the geographical sys- 
tem of another continent. It is ob- 
jected that military government may 
have to be mafntained for years, con- 
trary to the spirit of our institutions; 
but military government existed in 
the Southern States from 1865 to 1870, 
and in Alaska from 1867 to 1884. 

“It is objected that colonial or ter- 
ritorial government may exist indefi- 
nitely, while statehood is contem- 
plated in the Constitution, but Alaska 
has been a territory for thirty-one 
years, and Arizona and New Mexico 
for fifty-two years. It was fifty-nine 
years before Wisconsin became a 
State. 

“It is objected that the inhabitants 
are alien races, habituated to other 
institutions and forms of government; 
but Florida, when acquired, was peo- 
. pled by Indians and Spaniards; Louis- 
jana by Spaniards, French and 
negroes.. Alien races and institutions 
existed in New Mexico and Arizona, 
and Alaska had Indians on the Yu- 
kon and Russians in Sitka. 

“It is objected that we will abrogate 
the Monroe doctrine, but that doctrine, 
freed from its academic cobwebs, is the 
non-intervention of European powers 
in matters relating to the American 
continent. Its converse is non-inter- 
vention of America in matters relating 
to the European continent. ‘That has 
nothing to do with American interven- 
tion in Asia, nor with legitimate ex- 
pansion of our territory in the Orient. 
If we are abrogating the doctrine, -it 
must be because the Orient is é¢xclu- : 
sively for Orientals, and not for Eng- 
lish and Russians and Germans and 
French and Hollanders, who are all 
there now, and fast appropriating the 
Orient to themselves. 

“Finally, it is objected that we will 
be involved in entangling alliances and 
depart from the precepts of the fare- 
well address, but Spain provoked con- 
tinuous trouble at our very doors for a 
hundred years: Mexico and Central and 
South American have had revolutions 
without number; Great Britain bounds 
our territory for thousands cf miles, 
and yet for a century we have avoi-jed 
entangling alliances, although both 
propinquity and provocation existed. 

“The nations of Europe are today 
concentrating their energies on the 
shores of the Pacific. England pushed 
through the Canadian Railway to fos- 
ter her Pacifié trade. Russia is buiid- 
ing the Transsiberian road for the same 
purpose. Germany and France want 
ports and trading areas. Of all the 
nations struggling for the trade of ,the 
Pacific. ours is the only one naturally 
entitled to it. "*> others are on the 
other side of ths “>. but we have a 
Pacific Coast live 4000 miles. The 
Philippines mean cur ultimate supre- 
macy in the Pacific. They are the 
easternmost boundary of the markets 
of the East. On one side is China, on 
the other they look across to our. own 
shores. Stretching 1000 miles from 


north to south, and 600 from east to] 


west, they form a natural barrier be- 
tween the East and the Pacific. Scat- 
tered over 600,000 square miles of the 
ocean’s surface, the whole vast area 
would serve as an outpost from which 
to protect and develop the interests of 
America. 

“Facing the Pacific and Indian oceans 
is more than half the population of the 
globe. Excluding North America, the 
foreign commerce of these peoples 
amounts to $2,500,000,000 a year. His- 
tory shows that whatever nation con- 
trols this commerce. controls the trade 
of the world. The issue is stupendous. 
Nothing less than'an entire and undi- 
vided control of the Philippines would 
give us a base adequate for our needs. 
Manila Bay, or even Luzon, for a na- 
val and coaling station, would be too 
perilous and costly a possession, with 
all the other islands partitioned and 
garrisoned by European powers. Let 
England’s experience with India and 
China be a warning. India, conquered 
and governed, has been a mine of 
wealth. China, exploited through trad- 
ing posts, is a burden and a constant 
peril. 

“We want the Philippines, not Ma- 
nila, just as England today needs Cen- 
tral China and not simply Homngking. 
We own the Philippines by right of con- 
quest, no other nation does; we are 
in possession, no other nation is; we 
can maintain stable government, Spain 
cannot, and the natives are incapable 
of self-rule. I can concieve no reason 
to give, sell or abandon a single foot 
of territory. That would be to lessen 
in that proportion the greatest oppor- 
tunity providence ever placed before 
the nation. 

“With the Philippines, Ladrones, Sa- 
moa and Hawaii, our possessions will 
reach across the Pacific, and its com- 
merce will become the commerce of 
America to a larger degree than any 
other nation. The Pacific itself will be 
ours preéminently; our territory will 
bound it on two sides; our islands will 
dot its surface, and, with the ocean 
and its trade in our possession, our 
political predominance will be assured 
among the nations of the world. Such 
is the broad plan of !tnternational rela- 
tions, upon which along it is wise to 
discuss an Anglo-American alliance.’’ 

Prof. Gardiner then explained that 
he did not mean an alliance as the 
word is understood in Europe; a mili- 
tary copartnership, but a strong com- 
mercial alliance, protected by an ar- 
bitration treaty which would, in his es- 
timation, better assure universal peace 
than any other thing that could be 
brought about. He then went on to 


‘| show that America had more profited 


by the markets opened through Great 
Britain's’ efforts than any other na- 
tion save Great Britain herself. For 
these great benefits, he held, America 
should give something in return, and an 
alliance, such as he suggested, would 
make the Anglo-Saxon race masters 
of the world, not less to the antage 
of America than of Great Britain. 


SPARKS FROM THE WIRES 


Night Dispatches Condensed. 


A Lima cablegram says the Congress of 
Ecuador has suspended its sessions until 
it can obtain government protection. Con- 
sequently the Cabinet has resigned. 

New York advices state that Capt. Edward 
Murphy, who commanded the Associated 
Press dispatch boat Dandy throughout the 
late war, died yesterday of malarial fever, 
aged 35 years. 

The Melbourne correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times says that the steamer Duke of 
Sutherland, from “Brisbane, has suiled for 
Manila with meat and yegeta»les fcr the 
American forces. 

The Cacerist party in the city of Puno, 
capital of the Peruvian province of that 
name, has created a disturbance by bribing 
the guards on duty at the jail and freeing 
the prisoners. The Civil Guard and citizens, 
headed by the prefect, succeeded in crush- 
ing the outbreak. 

Ensign Vanness Powelson, one of the 
survivors of the battleship Maine and a 
hero of the war, was married in nis room 
in the Episcopal Hospital at Philadelphia 
yesterday at 3:30 o'clock to ss Margaret 
Olivia Millar of Wyoming, Ohio, daughter 
of Col. Millar.

It is supposed that a battle 
is in progress between the Anglo-Kgyptian 
forces under Gen. Sir Herbert Kitchener, 
the Sirdar and the Dervishes wnder the 
Khalifa, north of Omdurman, the Khalifa's 
capital. 

Several attempts have recently been made 
to poison the family of John ‘r. Iongwood 
of Athens, Ga., one of the suost prominent 
men in the State. At 2:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning Dick Dabney, «:iored, cne of 
the negroes who was suspected, was shot 
and killed by Charles Longwood, son of 
Capt. Longwood, who detected Dabney and 
another negro in the attempt to kill Capt. 
Longwood as the latter was asleep. 

A Laredo, Tex., dispatch says within the 
last week four deaths from yellow fever 
have occurred at Vera Cruz, Mex. The offi- 
cers there are making every effort to pre- 
vent its spread. The physicians at Tam- 
pico state that the yellow fever there has 
only attacked those persons who did not 
take proper care of themselves. There is 
no danger of the fever breaking out here or 
at any point along the Mexican border, due 
largely to the climatic. conditions and the 
elevation of the important towns.

Retired Minister’s Experience as «a 
Fighter of Forest 
Fires, 


FARCE OF FOREST PROTECTION. 


FANTASTIC FUTILITY AND FEEBLE 
INCOMPETENCY. 


Enormous Damage to Watersheds 
Due to Ignorance and Unfitness 
of Government Agents in Al-

There have been many complaints 
and criticisms as to the manner in 


which the ight against the last fire in 
the Sierra Madre Mountains was con- 
ducted by the present superintendent 
cs the San Gabriel Forest Reserve, 
(‘kailes S. Newhall, now hailing from 
Redlands, but quite recently from New 
Jersey. They came to a climax 
Wednesday when the men employed 
under him assembled at Pasadena to 
receive the warrants for their pay. 
Having no cash on hand for this pur- 
pose, the superintendent is obliged\ to 
issue these time warrants, virtually 
drafts upon the Interior Department at 
Washington, which will promptly honor 
them, so that the men will get their 
money in a few weeks. Many of them, 
however, being short of cash, prefer to 
sell their vouchers at a discount to 
money-lenders, who profit considerably 
by the transaction. These fire-fighters 
and other observers who were in the 
mountains during the fire, including 
the representatives of great properties, 
declare that the system by which our 
valuable forest reserves are supposed 
to be protected is absurdly inadequate; 
that the responsibility is in incompe- 
tent hands; that the generalship of 
the campaign against the last fire was 
in many respects ridiculous, and that 
many square miles of territory were 
ravaged, to the inestimable detriment 
of or water sources, which by prompt 
and vigorous action on the part of the 
forestry superintendent might. have 
The preserva- 
tion of these forests is of such tran- 
scending importance to the people of 
this valley that it is obviously fitting 
to inquire whether this branch of the 
public service is properly administered, 
or it is a case of sailor on horseback. 

Superintendent Newhall had an un- 
pleasant duty Wednesday. . Some of 
his men were rather mutinous and 
used naughty words. Mr. Newhall is 
a retired clergyman, and no fault can 
be found with him in that role. As a 
retired clergyman he is a great success. 
He also is an agreeable gentleman, 
learned in the lore of the botany books, 
but all that does not make him a great 
captain of fire-fighters, or conservator 
of wild western cafions. The time bills 
of some of his men were cut down all 
the way from eight to seventeen hours, 
this morning. It was ruled in some 
instances that the men should receive 
pay for the time spent in going into 
the mountains, but not for the time oc- 
cupied in coming back—somewhat on 
the principle regulating Mark Twain's 
hero who was docked for the fraction 
of an hour he spent in midair, while 
employed in blasting rocks. The pro- 
tests of the men were in some in- 
stances effective, and in others ‘they 
were not. One irreverent observer de- 
clares that the men most successful in 
having their full time restored to the 
bills were those who could swear the 
best. 

A number of men positively refuse 
to settle for the amounts credited to 
them by the foreman, and will unite 
in a test appeal to the Interior De- 
partment, they say. It is certain that 
a large proportion of the fighters could 
not be induced to go into the moun- 
tains with brush-hook and_= spades, 
should another blaze break out, so dis- 
satisfied are they with the methods of 
procedure from first to last in the great 
fire of August. They say that the fire 
repeatedly got away from them, on 
account of blundering orders. It is 
not fair to attribute these orders to 
Superintendent Newhall; for, according 
to all accounts, he did not get near 
enough to the fire to smudge his white 
hat or to singe his famous_ shawl. 
Whatever may have been the fate of 
the forests, that impeccable hat and 
ministerial shawl came out of the in- 
ferno unscathed. Some people are 
hypercritical, and others are hard to 
please; there actually are fiks who 
wanted to see the chief of the mountain 
firemen wearing smooches of the con- 
flict on his chapeau, and _ hustling 
around in his shirt-sleeves near enough 
to the fire to keep warm, instead of 
wrapped up in that clerical shawl. 
When the story of this great forty-five- 
square-mile fire shall be illustrated, the 
picture of Brother Newhall with his 
New Jersey shawl drawn around him, 
discussing the ethics of fire-fighting on 
Sunday, will be a beautiful companion 
piece to the sketch of the same estima- 
ble divine advancing to the fray with 
the skirts of his ministerial alpaca coat 
twisted up behind him like the “knct 
in a woman’s back hair, and clutched 
tightly in both hands to keep it out of 
the burs. 

Let: us briefly review tte history of 
the more recent fires in our mountain 
reserves. Two years ago, there came 
one, which burned Over twenty gquare 
miles of the watersheds, and had it 
not been for the unhesitating outlays 
by the Pasadena water companies, who 
organized and sent in crews of fight- 
ers, the damage would have been much 


greater. As it was, it is felt today in 
diminished water supplies, dusty 
streets and dun-colored lawns. In July 


last, the United States Land Office 
was notified by telephone that another 
great fire had started. Gangs of men 
were at once hurried into the moun- 
tains, while the then superintendent of 
this forest reserve, Col. B. F. Allen, 
and Ranger E. B. Thomas were soon 
in the midst of the combat, directing 
the movements of the forces against 
the burning trees and brush. That fire 
started near Switzer’s Camp the 
Arroyo Seco, and when the fighters ar- 
rived on the top of Mt. Lowe, it was 
leaping to cross the summit and blaze 
its way down to Alpine Tavern. By 
good management and hard work the 
flames were checked at this point, and 
a large amount of valuable’ property 
was saved. The same good general- 
ship hemmed in the fire on all sides, 
and one day later it was completely 
under control. Superintendent Allen 
was so familiar with the mountains 
that he could direct his men with ac- 
euracy and wisdom, not being »bliged 
to get his points from others. The suc- 
eessful stand made to keep the fire 
from crossing the ridge between Bear 
and Eaton's cafions, was most fortu- 
nate to the water-users south of the 
mountains. Col. Allen and his. men 
fought at close range, while the em- 
ployés of the Mt, Lowe Railroad were 
divided into squads and Kept them 
supplied with food and water, All in- 
terested agree that this campaign was 
managed with skill, while the same 
yarties unanimously criticize the con- 
of the later war. 

In the interval of abent a month 
petween the July blaze and that of Aug- 
ust, a change had been made in the 
“orest reserve office. Col. Allen 
had been assigned to the charge of 


another section in the northern part of 


BRO.

the State, and our New Jersey friend, 
Rev. Mr. Newhall, had been appointed 

the superintendance of the San Ga- 
Biel region. The new fire was_ dis- 
covered on Monday, August 15.° There 
is good evidence: that the forestry 
office received notification on Wednes- 
day, the 17th. Then it is said a ranger 
was sent out to see if there really 
was a fire, when great columns of 
smoke might. be seen looming uP in 
the northern sky from Pasadena. Two 
days later, fourteen men were sent 
in to attack the fire, but they were 
babies fighting a giant. The next day, 
Saturday, a larger force, but not half 
enough, was dispatched to the scene, 
and not till then did the fight fairly be- 
gin—five days after the discovery of the 
fire. On Monday or Tuesday, @ handful 
of men could have got the best of the 
flames, but now an army was needed. 

It was on Saturday that a man of 
clerical cut and small stature, wearing 
a coat of tails and buttoned up to the 
chin, arrived in Pasadena, carrying @ 
bundle of shawls, and announced that 
he had charge of all forests and forest 
fires’ south of the Tehachepi Pass. This 
was our good friend, Newhall, ex- 
preacher and ex-missionary, who on the 
sixth day of the fire mounted @ mule 
and laboriously ascended to the top 
of Wilson’s Peak, eight miles from the 
fire. He wore the white felt hat which 
was to gleam as resplendently when 
it came down as when it went up; his 
coat-tails were carefully tucked in, and 
his long, black alpaca garment, espe- 
cially designed for mountain toilets, 
was strapped to the pommel of his 
saddle. Ranger Thomas, an experi- 
enced mountaineer, met the general-in- 
chief at Wilson’s Peak and reported 
what had been done, how the men were 
distributed, etc. Later a telephonic mes- 
sage from Mount Lowe gave notice 
that the fire was burning very briskly 
in the cafions to the north and that 
the railroad employés, who had been 
at work fighting the flames for several 
days were completely tired out. A re- 
lay was asked for. That would re- 
quire telephoning or going down the 
trail again to Pasadena and sending 
up relief. Nothing was, done, however, 
in this direction. On Sunday morn- 
ing, very reluctantly the forest reserve 
superintendent doffed his chin-button 
coat, put on the alpaca, and started 
with Manager Wilcox of Wilson’s Peak 
Park, Ranger Thomas and one other 
to go as far as possible toward Mount 
Lowe, that a view might be obtained 
of the fire in the cafions. 

In the hearing of several persons, Mr. 
Newhall stated that this made the sec- 
ond Sabbath he had been obliged to 
Violate on account of forest fires. At 


other in surprise that the fires would 
even dare “vg burn on the Sabbath day. 
The party trudged along, through the 
manzanita, scrub oaks and similar 
brush. At times the pathway was al- 
most impassable, owing to the thick 
growth. Superintendent Newhall, with 
the tails of the alpacca twisted tightly 
behind his back and held there with 
one hand, used the other to push aside 
the branches of trees. The penalty of 
the delay in sending up men to fight 
the fire was possibly realized oy the 
new forestry officer when he got upon 
a ridge from which the seething flames 
avere visible, many miles away t» be 
sure, but still visible. He asked a few 
questions, but not many. Of one thing 
he cannot be charged, and that is of 
displaying his ignorance of his Cistrict 
by asking lots of things about_it which 
a forest superintendent should knew. 
He seemed to be exceedingly well in- 
formed as to the names of the. trees, 
and where they grow best, when they 
are not being burned up. Ee is well 
enough versed in forests that are not 
afire and don’t need any particular 
superintending. 

One of the foremen in charge of a 
gang of men in the Arroyo Seco is an 
officer of the Tejunga Water Company, 
and the flames were spreading with 
such rapidity that it looked as if they 
would get over into the Tejunga. That 
would cause a shortage of water in 
several towns, so he sent word to Pas- 
adena to have ten extra men sent up 
the Arroyo at onee. At that time about 
sixty men were in that section. The 
new men started, and in the mean time 
the first crew had stopped the progress 
of the flames for the time being. After 
tramping several miles up the Arroyo, 
the extra men were met at a camp and 
told that they might go back to Pasa- 
dena again. The foreman also said 
they might collect pay for the time 
they spent in getting up to the camp, 
but could not reckon in the time re- 
quired in returning. The pay of 18% 
cents an hour was supposed by the 
men who went into the mountains to 
include time for walking home, and a 
kick ensued. At another time, ten men 
were wanted at Mt. Lowe to relieve 
the employés of the road who had been 
firhting the fire for eighteen hours 
without rest. Superintendent of For- 
estry Reserves Newhall was at Wil- 
son’s Peak Park. He did not see how he 
could get the men, aS there were none 
at Wilson’s Peak. He suggested to the 
management of the Mt. Lowe road that 
they allow their men to take a sleep, 
or that they might get some more men 
from Pasadena to fill their places. It 
was Sunday, and that may account for 
the fact that the mnager of the Mt. 
Lowe road had to go to Pasadena and 
employ men, using his time and break- 
ing the Sabbath. 

The receiver of the Mount Lowe Rail- 
way doesn't wear a coat buttoned up to 
the chin. He brought up his men amd 
set them at work, stopping the progress 
of the fire. The other crew got a lit- 
tle sleep, but not at the expense of the 
timber. 

Monday afternoon Ranger Thomas 
reported by telephone from Wilson's 
Peak to Superintendent Newhall, then 
at Pasadena, that he had the fire well 
under control on the eastern end of 
the line. ‘The fire-fighters, by the way, 
say that Ranger Thomas understands 
his business. The next day, when some 
of the men who had been at work north 
and east of Wilson’s Peak in the west 
fork of the San Gabriel, were ccening 
down the trail, they encountered a gang 
going up. Both parties were surprised. 
Still the ascending party had received 
their orders to go to Wilson’s Peak, and 
they continued the nine-mile tramp up 
the trail. Arriving at the top they 
surprised the foreman more ihan the 
men they hed met on the trail. He had 
not asked for them and had been send- 
ing his own men down, as the fire was 
under control. By telephoning, Mr. 
Newhall was reached and he ordered 
the men to come back again and frem 
Pasadena to go straight up to Colby’s 
Camp in the Arroyo. The men had al- 
ready tramped over twenty miles when 
they were asked to go about the same 
distance in an entirely different direc- 
tion. They, however, waited until tlre 
next morning. 

When on Monday night Mr. Newhall 
went to Mount Lowe to assume com- 
mand the fire in that section had been 
90 far subdued that several men had 
been released by the Mount Lowe man- 
agement. In fact everywhere the Su- 
perintendent of Forestry Reserve was 
from one to three days late. 

At one time, when the superintendent 
wanted a mam to take charge of a gang 
in the Arroyo, several practical men ac- 
quainted with the mountains were sug- 
gested by citizens of Pasadena, but he 
insisted in hunting up another ex-min- 
ister living in North Pasadena, to whom 
he gave the job after losing several 
hours of valuable time. Although fires 
were burning in the Arroyo Seco and the 
Tejunga for a week, Mr. Newtrall did 
not venture within many miles of the 
blaze. One of tris foremen, the em- 
ployers state, spent the most of his 
time in hunting and let the men do as 
they pleased. Another foreman was 
nearly «v years of age and mot just tire 
man for scrambling through the brush 
at the head of a column of fire-fighters. 

Zt ix stated by other officials that 
Brother Newhall is a relative of a Cab- 
inet officer; and perhaps herein lies the 
special fitness by reason of which he 


] was sent across the continent to fight 


least two of the party looked at each | 


fires in forests that he never saw and 
on mountains that he never knew. He 
is quoted by an evening paper as say~- 
ing that the fire area covered about 
forty miles square, “and most of it 
was brush.” Mr. Newhall did not in- 
tentionally make a misstatement; but 
it seems as if he might have been able 
to see the trees burning and shooting 
up torches of flame, even if he was 
several miles away—that is, if his 
glasses fit. As a matter of fact, no 
newspaper reporter had any business 
to ask the superintendent just what did 
burn. Whether it was timber or brush, 
the residents of Pasadena, Monrovia, 
Azusa and other towns on the south 
side of the mountain may realize next 
season. ; 

Brother Newhall is a good man. He 
is a better man at some things than 
at others, like most of us. It is a happy 
thing when a man gets into the right 
niche; but when Brother Newhall 
buckled on his sacred shawl and 
climbed into strange mountains to boss 
a gang of firemen who would use cuss- 
words, and to buffet flames ,that in- 
sisted on breaking the Sabbath, pos- 
sibly the peg got into the wrong hole. 

The services of practical mountain- 
eers are needed to protect our water 
sheds. Practical plans should immedi- 
ately be devised by some one who does 
not live in the mosquito belt for pa- 
troling the mountains and  cafions, 
guarding against careless campers 
and hurrying to the rescue at the first 
alarm of fire. This summer's two fires 
have cost the government several thou- 
sand dollars, which would have paid 
for preventive measures that might 
have saved timber worth the valua- 
tion of a city. 

Another “special commissioner,” G. 
E. Stewart, of the Pine Mountain Re- 
serve, is credited with the stupendous 
stupidity of recommending that sheep 
be turned loose in the reserve to eat off 
the undergrowth so that there may be 
nothing in the forest to burn. This is 
his plan of ‘forest protection.” The 
English language is incapable of fitly 
charcaterizing Mr. Stewart's outfit of 
intellectuals and his fitness for the 
place that he holds. The mere grate- 
ment of his ‘“‘views” is sufficient, how- 
ever. 


RETURN TO COLLEGE. 


STANFORD STUDENTS ENJOY THE 
JOURNEY BY WATER. -

The colleges have called their sons 
and daughters to.another term of work, 
and a large proportion of the Stanford 
contingent from Southern California 
left for the north on the steamship 
Santa Rosa, from Port Los Angeles, 
August 27. At the station tearful ma- 
mas stoical papas and enthusiastic 
friends and relatives were present to 
add impressiveness to the parting. 
Among the journeyers there was the 
freshman, a trifle pale and nervous, 
but filled with determination and 
aglow with anticipation; the sopho- 
more, unconcerned and swagger; the 
junior, with serious, thoughtful face, 
who still finds it hard to leave the 
home he always finds so dear; the sen- 
ior, staid, dignified and fully alive to 
the fact that he is drawing near that 
world wherein he must enter and make 
his daily bread. To the first the fu- 
ture is a fantasy, to the last an alarm- 
ing, certainty. 

The first hour after leaving the home 
port is spent in reverie of the imme- 
diate past, the next In making ac- 
quaintance with the boat and one’s 
fellow-passengers, then a _ triangle 
sounds the dinner hour and Santa Bar- 
bara is presently reached. At this 
place the scene was a gay one Satur- 
day night. Arriving at 8 o'clock, the 
usual boisterous throng was present 
with its greeting. An hour or more 
was spent in loading and unloading 
freight. A party of High School schol- 
ars sang merry songs of farewell to a 
departing classmate, the good-byes 
were said and amid a rousing cheer 
from the Stanford boys the boat left 
on its night’s journey. The next morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock, the lines were cast 
at Port Hartford, where a stop was 
made until noon. Another scene of ani- 
mated departure and the Santa Rosa 
was. at last on an unbroken run to San 
Francisco. 

On the water Sunday seems not un- 
like a week day, and yet the quietness 
of the passengers and the desertion 
of the card-room is always a slight 
manifestation of the observance of the 
day. The afternoon was ideal. The 
smoothness of the water tempted even 
those from their staterooms who have 
a tendency to hibernate there from the 
time they leave a port until the desti- 
nation is reached.

The sunset Sunday night was un- 
usual and brilliant. With not a cloud 
in the sky the glowing orb approached 
the leaden rim which circled the hori- 
zon, sank into it and made it mol- 
ten. As it dipped the sun became red 
as blood, with a golden pathway along 
the water leading from it. All on 
board crowded to the starboard frail 
to see the magnificent spectacle. 

'Tis no exaggeration to say that the 
principal occupation of the masculine 
members of the purser’s log was eat- 
ing. Only those familiar with the ocean 
cam appreciate the ravenous appetite 
of a growing youth when he sniffs the 
salt sea air, especially when the boat 
rides as in~a river. There were 250 
first-class passengers on board, making 
it necessary to have a second and third 
table, as no one was sick. The captain 
pronounced the voyage the smoothest 
in many years. An opportunity for 
speed was thus afforded, the pier at 
San Francisco was reached Monday 
morning at 4:15 o'clock, almost two 
hours ahead of time.

TYPHOID IN CAMP, 


REASONS FOR ITS PREVALENCE I8 
THE SEVENTH REGIMENT. 


Removal of the Regiment from 
Camp Merritt to the Presidte 
Causes General Satisfaction, 
News Notes and General Goseip, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THR TIMES.} 
PRESIDIO, Aug. 29.—At last we have 
returned to the scene of our first camp 
ing ground, much to the gratification of 
the entire command, and already a de- 
cided decrease in the sick report is 
noticed. 
As our last hope of getting away 
from this coast has been reduced to 
ashes, we are preparing for a perm@- 
nent stay here. Floors are being placed 
in all the tents, affording cleanlines#® 
and protection from its damp ground, 

The large hospital tent furnished by 
the Los Angeles Red Cross Society has 
been pitched, and will serve as the re- 
ceiving ward for all future patients. Im 
regard to the many criticisms made 
lately about the typhoid fever existe¢ 
ing in this regiment, under suppres- 
sion, Maj. Choate wishes to offer hig 
defense. 

On May 23 the regiment was sent to 
Camp Merritt, and on June 1 two cases 
of typhoid developed, viz.: Lieut. Harry 
Bates and Private Wood (decéeased,) 
These were transferred to the French 
Hospital. On June 25 Lfeut. Walter 
Greenleaf and Private Sam Tyson were 
taken with the same disease, and were 
sent to the Marine Hospital. Two more 
cases developed during June, and since 
then typhoid patients have come in ag 
the rate of one a week until August 
12, since which time they hava Mme 
creased at the rate of two a day. r- 
ing a part of this time malarial fever 
has been very prevalent, and it has 
required several days’ observation im 
many cases to determine whether @ 
patient has typhoid or not. As goon ag@ 
typhoid has been diagnosed the pa- 
tients have been sent to the genera 
hospital or one of the other institu- 
tions which have so generously offeted 
to care for our sick. ' 

There were not sixteen cases sent to 
the division hospital on August 24 with 
typhoid fever, as has been stated, 
Four of the thirty cases sent were 
diagnosed as typhoid, eight were 
marked typhoid with a question niirk 
denoting they were still under observa- 
tion and diagnosis, not certain, two or 
three malarial fever, and the remaine 
der for other sickness. 

Eleven of the fever patients were ree 
ceived into the hospital within the 
three-day MNmit prescribed by - orders 
from medical headquarters. 

The reason why so many had accu- 
mulated in the regimental *hospital 
was that the general hospital had noti- 
fled us on August 15 not to send any 
more patients than was absolutely 
necessary, as they were overcrowded 
and forced to put sick men in tents. 

Our cases of typhoid have developed 
almost entirely in one section of the 
disease-infected Camp Merritt, the rea- 
son for which was proven the day be- 
fore our departure, August 23, when @ 
mass of filthy refuse of various kinds 
was uncovered while the men were ex- 
cavating for new sinks. 

No attempt at concealing the unsane 
itary and unhealthy condition of that 
camp was ever made, and the surgeons 
daily report to the brigade surgeons, 
who will bear out the statement. 

In regard to the regiment remaining 
at Camp Merritt it is to be borne in 
mind that since the order to move to 
the Presidio some four weeks ago wag 
revoked by Maj.-Gen. Merriam, because 
it had been decided to send the regie 
ment to Manila, it has remained there 
in constant expectation of soon being 
ordered aboard ship. For this reasom 
Maj. Choate refrained from urging a 
removal. 

While the health is improving many 
are permeated with typhoid germs, and 
it will take some time before a devel- 
opment results or the disease is entirely 
eradicated. Last Sunday” afternoon 
death claimed another member of this 
regiment, the cause being typhoid at- 
tended with pneumonia. The young 
man who surrendered his life was F. 
H. Rodibough, a private in Co. H. He 
was just past his majority, and very 
popular among his comrades. The 
father of the deceased arrived last 
evening, and leaves this afternoon ‘with 
the remains. The burial will occur at 
their home in Ventura. The company 
and Camp McKinley Sons of Veterans, 
of which Rodibough was a member, 
will serve as an escort to the ferry. 

Private Garrett of Co. A, is very low 
and the surgeons offer but little hope 
for his recovery. He is being cared for 
by a sister in some private house on 
California street. 

First Sergt. Gail Ferguson of Co. F 
is a typhoid patient in the general hos- 
pital. and in his absence Sergt. Colver 
is acting as first sergeant. 

Private Williams of Co. F is down 
with mumps, and Neff of the same 
company is down with typhoid. Mose 
grove and Cook, both of Co. H, are 
inmates of the French Hospital, af- 
flicted with typhoid, but are reported 
out of danger. 

Co. H is very unfortunate lately, the 
last two deaths having occured from 
their company. Thirty-six of the 
men are unfit for duty from sickness. 
Capt. Frank Reynelds is suffering a 
slight indisposition, and is away on 
leave. 

Capt. Harry Matthews has left for 
Santa Ana on a sick furlough, and dur- 
ing his absence Lieut. John Eason will 
command Co. D 

The following-named enlisted men 
have been granted furloughs allowing 
them to visit the south: First Sergt. 
Lee of Pomona, Quartermaster-Sergt. 
Smith of Santa Ana, Corporale Meyer 
and Private Borgmeyer of Co. F., 

Thomas Dilley, a private of Co. Ig 
has been discharged from the serv 
upon recommendation of Maj. Choate, 
and he will proceed to his home fm 
Santa Ana.

STREET SWEEPING. 

There is a good deal of talk going 

on about improved methods of street 
sweeping, but with a paucity of prac- 
ticable suggestions to that much de- 
sired end. That the present system “fs 
an abortion is as plain as a house and 
lot; the question is how to break away 
from the old rattletrap sweeping ma- 
chines and get the thoroughfares made 
presentable in appearance and decent 
to the olfactories. ; 
- Under the rules and regulations now 
existing in the City Council, it does 
rot appear possible to have the-streets 
swept by hand, and this is the only way 
they cah be swept with thoroughness 
and efficiency, therefore it appears that 
if the hand method is to be entered 
upon, it must, for the present at least, 
be done by private subscription. Oner- 
ous’ as an additional tax on our busi- 
ness men for this purpose will be,* it 
will undoubtedly be money in their 
pockets to pay the bill rather than 
have their wares subjected to the filth 
which filters through every cranny of 
every store front and sweeps in murky 
clouds of dust and dirt through every 
opened door. By all means let us have 
our streets swept by hand and let us 
adopt some practicable method by 
which that end can be reached without 
talking about something that  ap- 
proaches the unattainable. The man 
who cannot offer something about this 
work that will work would better rest 
his voice. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

One of the results of the war has 
been to give Americans a somewhat 
different idea in regard to a few of 
the wealthy men of this country, sev- 
eral of whom have come to the front, 
like good citizens, and have not only 
given of their ample means to aid the 
nation, but have offered their personal 
services, and taken the risk of sudden 
death, with othefs less favored by 
fortune, who have gone to the front 
at their country’s call. 

Prominent among such men is John 
Jacob Astor, who went through the 
hardships of the Cuban campaign and 
acquitted himself well. It appears that 
Mr. Astor is not satisfied to stop with 
this, but is ambitious to show that, el- 
though a multi-millionaire, he can be 
a good citizen, in peace as well as in 
war. It is said that he is preparing 
an inventory of his property, with a 
view to having it assessed at its true 
valuation. He now pays taxes to the 
amount of $300,000, but is confident 
that his property is undervalued. 

If a few other American millionaires 
would adopt a similar course, it would 
go far to remove the antagonistic feel- 
ing that is growing up in this country 
against those who pcssess great wealth. 
Mr. Astor’s example might with advan- 
tage be copied by thousands of 
wealthy Americans, who make a prac- 
tice of shirking their t1esponsibility 
when the assessor comes around, the 
result being that additional burdens 
are thrown upon those who are ill 
able to bear them, 


A man named Boschke, who claims 
to have been in charge of the construc- 
tion of the present preakwater at 
San Fedro, for two years, is qucted 
by the San Diego ‘Tribune as saying 
to the Harbor Commissicn of that city: 

“He claims to have made a thorough 
study of the currents and conditions 
generally about San-Pedro, and says 
without hesitation that the appropria-

well be thrown into the ocean so far 
as being of a benefit to commerce. He 
estimates that it will take possibly two 
years before this fact is forced upon 
the government, and ventures the pre- 
diction that by that time the work 
will be abandoned. He is satisfied that’ 
this is the first and last appropriution 
that the government will make for this 
work.” The improvement of the har- 
bor at San Pedro appears to be re- 
garded as a bitter pill by our San 
Diego friends, but it will go on just the 
Sale.

| AN EXTRAORDINARY COLONEL. 

In addition to the misfortune of 
having been held in California instead 
of being sent to the front, and of hav- 
ing been for months located in a camp 
that was cold, nasty and disease-breed- 
ing, the Seventh California Regiment 
is inflicted with the most extraordinary 
specimen of a colonel who ever kept 
his sword in sheath in order to rush 
into print ama cl exhibit himself as un 
individual with about as much sense 
of military propriety as a hedgehog 
has of an exact science. This colonel, 
Jchn R. Berry, in his zeal to have the 
government of the United States con- 
tinue to pay him $322 a month, which 
is something like $300 a month more 
than he could earn at an honest oc- 
cupation in civil life, made through 
the columns of the Los Angeles Her- 
ald of yesterday, an attack on his su- 
perior Officer, Brig.-Gen H. G. Otis, 
which is not only cowardly, unmanly 
and uncalled-for, but one which will, 
in all probability, subject its author 
to a trial by court-martial. 

In this insane desire to hold iis job, 
no matter how much his men may suf- 
fer, nor how many of them may die 
in the fogs and damps of San Fran- 
cisco, this pen-wielding colonel jlays 
all the blame for the detention of his 
regiment in California upon his late 
brigade COmmander, when he knows 
full well, or should know, that Gen. 
Otis is a soldier amenable to the or- 
ders of his superiors, that he could be 
in no Wise responsible for his being 
sent to Manila, nor for the retention 
of the Seventh Regiment in San Fran- 
cisco. This fiery, untamed colonel of 
the Seventh California says “the con- 
viction is deep-seated and intense in 
the Seventh Regiment that Brig.-Gen. 
Otis could have taken the regiment 
abroad with him if he had made the 
attempt.”” Col. Berry knows full well 
that Gen. Otis made all proper effort 
to have the regiment sent forward, 
but intimates that his superior officer 
went away and left the Southern Cali- 
fornia command as a negligent father 
forsakes a family of small children. 
There will probably be an investiga- 
tion of the entire business in connec- 
tion with the Seventh Regiment, and 
when there is an end of that investiga- 
tion, one Col. John R. Berry will in all 
human likelihood be sorry he spoke. 


TAX EATERS. 

For several months to come, citizens. 
of Los Angeles county, whose names 
are on the Great Register, will be im- 
portuned by men who are anxious to 
serve the public in various capacities, 
from Coroner to Sheriff. There are at 
present over sixty applicants in the 
field, and more are coming. : 

How many of these men can lay 
claim to any special ability or fit- 
ness for the job which they seek? How 
many of them even pretend to make 
such a claim? They have voted the 
party ticket for so many years; some 
of them have failed to make a living 
in private life; others are simply goud 
fellows, and would like to get a job at 
the expense of the taxpayers. 

How long would a commercial en- 
terprise be likely to keep out of the 
Sheriff’s hands, if it was conducted 
after the same fashion that we run our 
county business? ~ What would be 
thought of the president of a bank, or 
the head of a manufacturing firm, who 
should call up his chief book-keeper— 
a man who had become thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the business—and inform 
him that, while thcroughly satisfied 
with his integrity, ability and industry, 
he would have to get out and make 
way for some one else, because he had 
already held the position for four 
years? Surely, such a man would be 
considered crazy. Why should not the 
affairs of our counties and cities be 
conducted in the same common eense, 
business-like manner as a private com- 
mercial enterprise? Why should not 
the fact that a man has done good 
work for a period of four years ve 
considered as a sufficient reason for 
his retention in office? 

Yet another thing. The salaries we 
pay our public servants are too high. 
Men of limited ability, and little busi- 
ness experience, are paid from $3000 
to $4000 a year, for work which they 
would be glad to do for half as much, 
if they were employed by an individ- 
ual or a firm. The egalary list of Los 
Angeles county amounts to about $275,- 
000 a year. It is safe to say that if 
the county were run by a corporation, 
the work would be done—and better 
done—for $100,000. By paying smaller 
salaries, we should not only save a 
large amount of money every year, but 
should get a better class of men, be- 
cause reasonable salaries wouid not at- 
tract place hunters, who expect to pay 
out a year’s salary to get the job, and 
then make it out of the taxpayers dur- 
ing their term cf office. ; 

It is time that citizens should look 
at this question from a_ business-like 
point of view ,and refuse to indorse 
men for office simply because they hap- 
pen to need a job. 


Until recently, Kansas has been a 
synonym for all that is uninviting 
and unprogressive in the United States. 
Residents of Kansas have been trying 
to escape from a State that was bur- 
dened down with mortgages, but few 
were even able to raise sufficient funds 
to take them to another part of the 
country. Now, all this has _ been 
changed, and Kansas comes to the 
front as one of the most prosperous 
sections of the United States. A Kan- 
sas City paper publishes figures to 
show that the products of Kansas this 
year will amotnt to nearly $200 per 
capita, for the whole population of 
the State.

He 
would be handson:cly received as Am- 
bassador to England. 


The correctness of the recent inter- 
view with Gen. Miles, obtained by a 
staff correspondent of the Kansas City 
Star, is stoutly reaffirmed by the cor- 
respondent. It remains to be seen 
whether Gen. Miles will admit its au- 
thenticity or repudiate it. If it be 
genuine, it places the Secretary of 
War in a position where explanations 
are imperatively demanded. Gen. 
Shafter jis also accused of disobeying 
orders, which is a very serious offense 
in time of war. This whole wretched 
business should be thoroughly sifted, 
in order that the blame may be placed 
exactly where it belongs.

He would have been more pop- 
ular but for belief that his advance- 
ment was due as much. to command of 
political influence and capacity for in- 
trigue as to his undoubted military tas- 
ents. It ought to be said, in all plaiu- 
ness and candor, that there hes been 
nothing in his in this war 
confirm that beticf.”

STRAIGHT FACT 


SOME PLAIN TALK CONCERNING 
SECRETARY ALGER, 


Rensons Why the War Department 
Made a Mess of the Cuban Cam- 
paign—Contrast to the Conduct 
of the Navy Department, 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON (D. G.,) Aug. 25.—It is 
easy enough to rave in a general way 
about anybody's conduct. That is all 
the first outbreak against Secretary of 
War Alger really amounted to. Now 
the tide is changing and instead of 
merely raving people are hunting up 
the facts regarding Secretary Alyer. 
This process is more painful for the 
War Department, for when facts «ure 
presented the only way to me2t them is 
to present another set of facts 4s coun- 
ter irritants, Mr. Alger has said re- 
peatedly that the attacks made upon 
him up to this time were beneath his 
notice. When the services the INavy 
Department in the war are compared 
with those of the War Department 
then it becomes apparent that there is 
a screw loose somewhere. When John 
Davis Long of Hingham, Mass., was 
chosen by President McKinley to be the 
head of the Navy Department, he 
knew no more about ships and their 
ways of fighting than he did about 
canal boats on Mars. He confessed to 
the writer of this communication just 
after he had been finaltiy chosen for 
a place in the Cabinet, that his ig- 
norance about naval matters was 380 
dense that it was-really awe-inspiring. 

But Mr. Long cameto Washirgton will- 
ing to take suggestions from people who 
knew about the navy. He went at the 
proposition with vigor, and in a little 
while he managed to accumulate some 
knowledge. Then came the war, and 
since the day that the war resolutions 
were passed by Congress no great mis- 
take has been made by the Navy De- 
partment. Why? Because Mr. Long 
consulted his chiefs; he kept on the 
best of terms with everybody in the 
department; he made every man feel 
that there was a responsibility resting 
upon him, and that if he discharged it 
properly he would not be forgotten. 
He did not attempt to cover himself 


with glory at the expense of the men 


under him. True, Teddy Roosevelt at 
times became so enthusiastic that he 
had “to be checked by his chief, but on 
the whole there was absolutely no fric- 
tion. The result of thts was that the 
Navy Department knew what it was 
about. It laid its plans coolly and 
calmly, gave orders for their execution 
that could be understood, and: when 
these orders were ‘once issued it was 
understood that they were to be carried 
out to the letter. Two Spanish ad- 
mirals who are now without fleets know 
how well the orders were obeyed. 

The War Department presents a dif- 
ferent picture. First, let it be said 
that the men in the army are as brave 
as are the men in the navy. That be- 
ing understood at the outset, it be- 
comes apparent that the failure of the 
army to do its work cleanly and 
promptly must be due to bad manage- 
ment. Secretary Alger was responsible 
for that bad management. His letter 
of defense, written to Dr. Chauncey M. 
Depew, places the blame upon the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking, and the 
faults of the War Department. system, 
Regarding the first claim—that the un- 
dertaking was one of great magnitude 
—no one will dispute Mr. Alger. ° But 
in the beginning of matters it was Sec- 
retary Alger who was howling “On to 
Havana,” and it was Nelson A. Miles 
who was secretly calling him a fool, 
and. publicly calling the thing impos- 
sible. Alger at the outset talked over- 
much of what could be accomplished 
within a short time, Within two weeks 
after the breaking out of the war the 
writer heard Alger say that pretly 
close to 100,000 men could be landed in 
Cuba within three weeks. At that mo- 
ment the War Department did not 
have 100,000 equipped men at its dis- 
posal, and worse than that it did not 
have the equipment for them  any- 
where on the face of the earth. Again, 
it did not have transports for half 
that number of men. 

So it was Alger who told of the 
things that could be done easily and 
quickly, and it was his subordinates 
who said that these things could not 
be done. Everybody knows how iong 
it took to get the men for.the Santiago 
campaign into Cuba. There were less 
than a quarter of a hundred thousand 
of them, and they were cooped up in 
transports for eight days. When they 
landed, the men who be 
mounted walked because they had no 
horses. All hands went without equip- 
ment, because the equipment was on 
board the transports. Infantry at- 
taaked alone because the heavy guns 
were either upon the transports or ly- 
ing on the beach for lack of horses to 
drag them into position. That is the 
way Alger managed a small campaign. 
One shudders to think of how he would 
have sent. an army of 100,000 men 
against Havana. 

Alger’s’ second claim--that the sys- 
tem of the War Department is bad and 
full of red tape, is true. The system 
of the Navy Department is bad snd 
full of red tape, too. John PD. Long 
eut this tape when he could not find 
his way through it easily. ‘The exi- 
vre~cies of the occasion demanded that 
it be cut, and it was cut quickly. The 
came thine might have been done in 
‘he War Department had Alger pos- 
«essed the strength to do it. The sys- 
tem was in his own hands, and it would 
rave been better for him if he had 
slashed some tape. It certainly would 
e~imnd better than complaining about it 
now. 

But the real trouble with the War 
Department was Alger’s presence in it. 
Had he gone off on a vacation some- 
where when the war started the sys- 
tem would have worked better. He 
irritated his subordinates. Every one 
of them has it in for him now. He 
took unto himself all the credit that 
there was in sight. He s puffed up 
and overhearing. \T rdinates had 
no pride the d ent. They saw 
that things were going badly. so they 
gave them a kick to make them’ go 
worse. This was unpatriotic, but ft 
was not meant to be. It was meant 
to get even with Alger. Things got 
to. going downhill. and everything was 
greased for the occasion. The wreck 
is now at the bottom of the hill. We 
have a vast army of brave men com- 


plaining bitterly of their treatment at 


the hands of their government; we have 
an enraged people demanding an inves- 
tigation: we have the Republican 
party, through its newspapers, calling 
a member of the Cabinet names, and 
asking him to explain things, or, bet- 
ter still, to resign; we hav the offi- 
cers of the United States army all 
by the ears; we have a War Depart- 
ment here in Washington that is abso- 
lutely demoraliZed, and without the 
spirit of life in it, and we have a Sec- 
retary of War who is trying to crawl 
from under the wreck that he has 
wrought and work himself into the 
Senate of the United States. 


Chinese Troops Twice Defeated. 


LONDON, Sept. 1.—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai dated Wednesday says: 
“The Chinese government troops, it is 
repor‘ted,, have been cGefeated in two 
pitched battles during the last ‘ten 
days by the Kwangsi rebels, losing 3000 
men. The rebels are said to number 
80,000 and the provincial forces are 
against them. A governor of high 
fank has been ordered to lead his 
troops in person and completely to sup- 
press the rebellion within a month un- 
der penalty of severe punishment. An 
imperial edict just issued strongly cen- 
sures the governor of Kwangsi prov- 
ince, for deceiving the Emperor in July 
last by reporting that the rebellion had 
been suppressed. | 


SICKNESS IN THE SEVENTH. 


| Surgeon J. J. Choate’s Statement of 


the Situation, 


Under date of August 26, Surgeon- 
Major Choate of the Seventh California 
Regiment sends the following self-ex- 
planatory letter to a San Francsico 
newspaper: 

“In regard to the statement relative 
to the existence of typhoid in the Sev- 
enth California Reginient, I will state 
that our regiment was sent to Camp 
Merritt on May 23. On June 1 two 
cases of typhoid fever developed, the 
patients being Lieut. Bates and Private 
Wood. These were transferred to the 
Marine Hospital. On June 25 Lieut. 
Greenleaf and Private Tyson were 
taken with typhoid and transferred to 
the Marine Hospital. Two more cases 
developed during June, and after that 
typhoid patients came in at .the rate 
of about one a week until August 12, 
since which time they have developed 
at the rate of about two per day. Dur- 


ing a part of this time malarial fever. 


has also been very prevalent, and oft- 
times it has required several days’ ob- 
servation to determine whether a pa- 
tient was afflicted with typhoid or 
malarial fever. .As soon as typhoid has 
been diagnosed, the patients have been 
sent to either the division field hospital 
or to one of the other hospitals which 
have so generously offered to care for 
the sick soldiers. 

“There were not sixteen cases sent 
to the division field hospital on August 
24, with a diagnosis of typhoid fever, 
as was stated in the morning paper. 
Four of the thirty cases sent were 
diagnosed as typhoid fever, and eight 
were marked typhoid fever, followed 
by a note of interrogation, showing 
that they were still under observation 
and diagnosis not certain. Two or 
three were malarial fever cases, and 
the others were sickness of other kinds. 
Eleven of the fever patients were re- 
ceived into the hospital within’ the 
three-day limit prescribed by orders 
from headquarters. 

“The .reason why so many cases had 
accumulated in the regimental hospi- 
tal was that the division field hospital 
notified us about August 15 not to 
send any more patients than were ab- 
solutely necessary, as they were over- 
crowded and forced to put the sick in 
tents. 

“The cases of typhoid developed al- 
most entirely in one section of the 
camp, and the reason for it was shown 
the day before we moved, August 23, 
when a mass of filthy refuse of various 
kinds was uncovered while the men 
were excavating for new sinks. This 
refuse had evidently been buried by 
the former occupants of the tract. 

“There has been no reason for, nor 
attempt at, concealment of the unsani- 
tary and unhealthy condition of the 
camp, as our morning reports the first 
day in Camp Merritt until the present 
time will show. 

“In regard to the regiment remaining 
at Camp Merritt, it is to be borne in 
mind that since the order to move to 
the Presidio some four weeks ago was 
revoked by Maj.-Gen. Merriam, because 
it had been decided to send the regi- 
ment to Manila on the Arizona or the 
Scandia, it has remained there in con- 
stant expectation of soon being ordered 
aboard ship to go abroad. For this 
reason I have not personally urged our 
removal.” 


NOT TO BLAME. . 
The K. of P. Investigating Commit- 


tee Does not Censur Anyone. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 


.,INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 31.—The spe- 
cial investigating committee appointed 


by the Supreme Lodge of ‘the Knights 
of Pythias to investigate the charges 
made against the officers of the lodge, 
and also to find out, if possible, where 
the information came from, made its 
report this morning. The committee 
paid special attention to the discovery 
of the author of the charges, but the 
report fails to show that it was success- 
ful in this. 

“As to the direct charges reflecting 
or tending to reflect on the Supreme 
Keeper of Records and Seals White, 
we find from the testimony submitted 
that Brother White is not a stock- 
holder or a director in a bank, trust 
company or other financial institution. 
that he is not a stockholder ir» the 
Brandon Printing Company, nor inter- 
ested therein in any manner, or ever 
was; that he is not, and never has 
been, directly or indirectly, interested 
in any contracts of any character made 
by or in the interest of the Supreme 
Lodge; 
Keeper of Records and Seals he has 
not been engaged in any business, de- 
voting his entire time and energy to 
the discharge of the duties of that 
office.”’ 

As to the charge of extravagance 
and waste, the committee finds: ‘That 
the officers and members of this Su- 
preme Lodge have, in all things, con- 
ducted the business of the Supreme 
Lodge honestly, fairly and for the in- 
terest of the order universally, and 
that all indications to the contrary are 
absolutely false and without founda- 
tion. We further find that there have 
been large sums of money expended 
in what might seem to some a useless 
manner, but we also find that all such 
expenditures are the result of direct 
legislation on the part of this body, 
and authorized by it, and that the of- 
ficers, in making the expenditures, 
were acting simply as the instruments 
of this body im carrying out its dic- 
tates.”’ 

The committee suggests: ‘“‘That the 
Supreme Keeper of Records and Seals 
be requested to prepare for each ses- 
sion of the Supreme Lodge a detailed 
statement showing the amount of work, 
as nearly as may be, performed by 
each officer during the preceding two 
fiscal yeers, and the expenses of each 
officer during the same time, and what 
the different items of expense were, so 
that, in estimating the amount of ap- 
propriation required for salary and ex- 
penses, the committee and this body 
may have an opportunity of judging 
whether the salary and expense 4c- 
counts are too low, and in what per- 
ticular.”

The committee onpointed to recom- 
mend the time and place for holding 
the next encampment of the Uniform 
Rank. Knights of Pythias. and the 
convention of the Supreme Lodge. has 
reported in favor of Detroit. and set 
the time for the meeting of the Su- 
rreme Lodge on the second day of 
September, 1900.

Some of George Arnold’s friends have 
been diligently circulating the state- 
ment that in 1894, when he first ran 
for the State Board of Equalization, he 
was elected by so large a plurality 
that his re@lection this year is assured. 
In answer to such interested predictions 
it may be said, in the first place, that 
the Republicans of the Fourth Equali- 
zation District believed; when they 
elected Arnold four years ago, that he 
was placed in office to serve the public 
and not the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
Needless to say this expectation has 
not been realized. In the second place, 
an examination of the vote cast in 1894 
conclusively shows that unless @ very 
radical change in the political com-~- 
plexion of the district takes place this 
year, Arnold cannot be reélected. In 
that year there were four candidates 
for State Board of Equalization in the 
Fourth Dj&trict—George L. Arnold 
(Rep.,) E. M. Hamilton (Pop.,) F. M. 
Nickell (Dem.,) and Dr. E. Jessup 
(Pro.) The total vote of the district 
was 100,513, distributed as follows: Af- 
nold, 41,545; Hamilton, 25,251; Nickell, 
28,709; Jessup, 5008. Arnold's plurality 
was 12,836. In that year, however, 
there was no fusion. If the Populist 
and Democratic vote had been com- 
bined, Arnold would have been beaten 
by 12,415 votes. 

In this campaign all the fusion furces 
will be united in support of a single 
candidate,’ Thomas O. Toland of Ven- 
tura, who was nominated by the Dem- 
ocrats and indorsed by the Populists 
and Silver Republicans. Toland has 
served with credit in the Legislature; 
he is an attorney of recognized abiity 
and standing, and he has borne the 
reputation of being upright and inde- 
pendent. He was a delegate to the 
Democratic Congressional Convention 
in 1896, an@ was one of George Pat- 
ton’s staunchest supporters in the fa- 
mous anti-railroad fight, which was 
made at that time. Strenuous but un- 
successful efforts were made by the 
Southern Pacific to prevent Toland’s 
nomination for the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, at the recent Democratic conven- 
tion. Toland is very popular in Ven- 
tura county, where he would receive 
many Republican votes even with a 
reputable Republican candidate in the 


field. 


In view of Arnold’s notorious sub- 
serviency to the Southern: Pacific and 
his shameless prostitution of his office, 
his defeat at the polls is assured. It 
is most fortunate for the taxpayers of 
this equalization district that the Dem- 
ocratic nominee is a man of character 
and good reputation, wont to look upon 
public office as a public trust. 

* 

Capt. John Cross is still wearing a 
lightriing rod on his hat, hoping to at- 
tract some nomination for office. Most 
any old office will do, provided only 
that it is an office. For one day last 
month the captain was a candidate for 
Railroad Commissioner, but, brief 
though his campaign was, he concluded 
that it would be the part of prudence 
to get out of the race, and he withdrew 
as precipitately as he had entered. 
When the Republican State Convention 
met at Sacramento, Capt. Cross’s hopes. 
rose again, and he _ delicately inti- 
mated that the ticket would be mate- 
rially strengthened by placing his name 
upon it. Strange to say, the convention 
did not take this view. The impres- 
sion seemed to prevail among the dele- 
gates that no one cared particularly to 
see Capt. Cross in office, except the 
captain himself. 

He is now at home again, and is once 


more looking around for some stray - 


office. The only thing he has yet been 
able to fix upon is a renomination to 
the Assembly, and this he is willing to 
accept since nothing better offers. Thus 
far the Republicans of his district have 
not responded to his advances. En- 
thusiasm over his candidacy “appears 
to be confined to_the captain himself. 
Indeed, if it were not for his frequent 
reminders, it might be forgotten. that 
he was in the race. 
The question now in order is, what 
will Capt. Cross try for when he gets 
left on the Assembly nomination? 


PRETTY BIG STORM 


Tuesday Night’s Blow Swept Things

AIL ALONG THE LINE. 


If the prognostications of old resident- 
ers materialize, the rains that have re- 
cently drenched Arizona, New Mexico 
and Lower California are indicative of 
a “‘wet winter” in Southern California. 


Everyone in Los Angeles and vicinity 
is elated over the prospect of work 
soon to be commenced on the San Pe- 
dro Harbor. The initiation of this 
work means a new era of prosperity 
for the metropolis of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


Reports from Bear Valley, in San 
Bernardino county, indicate a phe- 
nomenal result from the raing of Sat- 
urday and Sunday. The big lake or res- 
ervoir up there was almpst filled to 
its capacity, which is a remarbable oc- 
currence, when the low stage of water 
during the summer is considered. 


California is certainly “in it” when it 
comes to growing beets and manufac- 
turing beet sugar. The latest addition 
to the plants already manufacturing 
this sugar is one that is about to be 
erected at Santa Maria, in Santa Bar- 
bara county that will bring into cul- 
ees upward of 4000 acres of beet 
and and cost in the neighborhoo 
$195,600. elg d of

Button Willow, in Kern county, evi- 
dently grows something besides the 
genus Salix, judging from reports 
from that section concerning the bar- 
ley crop. Notwithstanding the dry 
year, the yield is averaging nearly 
forty sacks to the acre. One field of 
1400 acres has produced 24,500 sacks, 
which isn’t a bad showing for that 
acreage. 


The Pacific Beet Sugar Company of 
Ventura county has evinced a public 
spirit at once commendable and enter- 
prising in declining to take advantage 
of the re@uctfon of 25 cents per ton 
which their contracts stipulate in the 
event of Hawaiian annexation, and in 
charging the beet growers with the 
seed furnished only as it germinates 
and produces a marketable crop. This 
will insure the grower against losses 
by drought and give him a minimum 
price of $3.25 per ton, This concession 
will be equivalent to the growers from 
$8 to $10, which under their contracts, 
they would not have received. 


There have been boycotts on almost 
every line of industry, but it has re- 
mained for the parents of San José 
to institute a full-fledged boycott on 
the new High School recently opened 
for the fall term. Fully one-half of the 
scholars have been sent to the Santa 
Clara High School, conveyances having 
been contracted for to carry them to 
and from that school. The boycotting 
parents are laboring under the appre- 
hension that the Board of Education 


_condueting the affairs of the school 


@re running things on political ‘lines, 
to the detriment of the school and 
have resented this supposed abasement 
of public education by withdrawing 
their children by the wholesale. Viewed 
in any light, the procedure is a refiec- 
tion on the intelligence of the “Gar- 
den City” and should be brought to an 
end speedily.

HOME MANUFAOTURES, 


Their Utility Emphasized by De- 
pression Incident to the 
Drought. 


The Oxnard Enterprises and Their Influence 
in the Development of Southern 
California. 


Nothing more strongly emphasizes 
the value of manufacturing institutions 
in the political economy of a commu- 
nity than the recurrence of years of 
industrial depression, due to droughts 
financial stagnation of foreign war.

And by this is meant diversified énter- 
prise—that development which compre- 
hends not’ only the cultivation of the 
soil, but the conversion of its products, 
by means of factories and mills, into 
the finished commodities of traffic and 
consumption. In trying times like 
these the factory, employing its scores 
or hundreds of hands, becomes | the 
happy intermediate agency which gives 
employment to otherwise idle men and 
by a distribution of money among its 
employés reduces the burden of indus- 
trial depression to its minimum conse- 
quence. 

The making of sugar has brought out 
most clearly this year the value of 
great manufacturing -establishments to 
Southern California. It has been an. 
object lesson which will not soon be 
forgotten as a reminder of the obliga- 
tion of the community to those cour- 
ageous and enterprising men of means 
and financial influence who have blazed 
the way for the successful prosecution 
of great enterprises which give em- 
ployment to labor. ough compara- 
tively a new industfy, so vast is its 
magnitude and so varied its require- 
ments that’' it is already a mighty 
agency in relieving the problem of the 
unemployed. At this time, sugar man- 
ufacturing is about the only great en- 
terprise that is in the field bidding for 
labor. Notwithstanding the prospec- 
tive annexation of several sugar-pro- 
ducing islands to our territory, and 
the threatened impairment of values 
in sugar-mill investments, the great 
Oxnard factory at Chino is working 
under full blast. Notwithstanding 
there is such a shortage of the beet 
crop that not over 50,000 tons of beets 
are in sight in all Southern California, 
from which to make a sum of money 
sufficient to pay the enormous expense 
of maintaining the plant, paying taxes, 
interest, insurance and supervision, all 
amounting to upward of $125,000 an- 
nually, the whole list of employés is 
engaged and at wages a little in ad- 
vance of the scale. paid in other su- 
gar factories in the Middle and Fast- 
ern States. The slight advance in the 
price of sugar during the present year 
enables the factory to pay a corre- 
sponding advance in the price of beets. 

armers are receiving $4.40 to $5 per 
ton for their product upon a_ crop 
reaching. in some. instances, fiftoen 
tons to. the acre. The credit for the 
establishment of the beet sugar indus- 
try_in Southern California is due en- 
tirely to the enterprise and foresight 
of Henry Oxnard, the heaviest beet- 
sugar producer in America. After con- 
ducting successfully his great factories 
at Norfolk and Grand Island,’ Neb., 
he became the pionecr of the interest 
here. The great Chino plant represcnts 
an investment approximating $1,250,000. 
After several years of successful op- 
eration there Mr. Oxnard has this year 
completed another factory at Oxnard, a 
newly-established town in Ventura 
county. This latest institution is the 
largest sugar-making plant in the 
world and represents an investment 
approaching §€2,000,000. The success of 
the Chino factory also made possible 
the building of the Alamitos factory, an 
institution of vast commercial magni- 
tude. 
debted to Mr. Oxnard for the invest- 
ment of more than $4,000,000 in cash, 
for the establishment of an enterprise 
which gives hospitable employment to 
50,000 acres of land and to thousands of 
employés at the highest market price 
for similar labor. More than this his 
establishments consume $400,000 worth 
of crude oil annually, for fuel, hun- 
dreds of tons of lime rock, and almost 
untold quantities of a long list of com- 
modities which swell the volume of 
California. products in many fields. 

Too much cannot be said in behalf 
of Mr. Oxnard and his courageous as- 
sociates in view of the hopeless battle 
which confronts them in the present 
campaign. Unable on account of the 
drought; to turn a wheel,in the great 
Oxnard factory and having only a 
short run at Chino, the farmers are 
given more for their product than last 
year, and their employés are not asked 
to take less than they would receive 
for the same service in any other su- 
gar factory in America. With a cer- 
tainty of heavy loss stari them in 
the face they calmly contemplate the 
idleness of their invested millions, 
hopeful of the future with an abiding 
faith in the ultimate success of their 
great enterprise. 

The Oxnard enterprises are among 
the most liberal in management in 
America and deserve liberal consid- 
eration at the hands of the public. They 
are of far more than local consequence. 
The demand which they have created 
for sugar-making machinery has so 
stimulated American manufacturers 
along these lines that already this 
country leads the world in the produc- 
tion of economical mechanical devices 
for this industry. More than 95 per 
cent. of the machinery of the new Ox- 
nard factory, by far the finest, as well 
as the largest institution of its kind 
in America or Europe, is made in this 
country. 

And then there is the matter of the 
establishment of an industry at home, 
the lack of which has heretofore sent 
$90,000,000 of American gold abroad for 
Sugar alone.

DeAnition of Graveled Streets te Be 
Decided—Proposced Changes tn 
the Wire Department.

Difference of opinion as to what is 
meant by the terms of the street- 
sprinkling contract with reference to 
graden and graveled streets promises 
to cause a‘tlash between the City 
Council and the street-sprinkling con- 
tractor. The latter declines to sprinkle 
streets graded with the natura) soil, 
usserting that they are not graveled, 
even if the material.on them is gravel. 
A discussion of the matter yesterday 
caused a lively tilt between Contractor 
Cress and Councilman Toll. 

Commissioner Wells of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, will present a 
resolution at the next meeting of that 
body, providing for a fully paid fire de- 
partment and to do away with the call- 
man system. 

The delay in making the selection of 
tht third arbitrator in the waterworks 
controversy promises to be the suoject 
for a lively discussion at the next mect- 
ing of the City Council, one of the 
members asserting that the reason for 
the delay #hould be reported. 

An inspection of ali the enginehouses 
of the fire department has been ordered 
in-order to ascertain their sanitary con- 
dition. The Board of Fire Commission- 
ers will visit all the houses and will 
jater make recommendations for such 
repairs as may be found to be neces- 
sary. 

The paltry sum of $9 was fought and 
contended for all day yesterday in the

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CLASH AS TO TERMS, 


PROSPECT OF TROUBLE OVER THE 
STREET-SPRINKLING CONTRACT. 


‘Delay in Selecting the Third Arbi- 
trator May Cause a Change, 
Fally-paid Fire Department Pro- 
posed. 


There is a prospect of a lively clash 
between the City Council and Con- 
tractor Cross, who has charge of the 
sprimkling of streets, over what work 
the latter shall perform and ‘vhat is 
not required to perform under the con- 
tract, and just what ‘the outccme of the 
matter will be depends upon. the view 
to be taken of it by the members of the 
Council. Cross called at the City Hall 
yesterday morning, accompanied by his 
6on, and finding Councilman Toll in 
the committee-room he showed to him 
what he considers a provision in the 
sprinkling contract which relieves him 
of the duty of sprinkling a large num- 
ber of streets which have heretofore 
been sprinkled. Among other things 
the contract provides that the con- 
tractor shall sprinkle all streets that 
have been graded and graveled or that 
shall be graded and graveled during the 
life of the contract. 

Cross asserts that this does not apply 
to such streets as are improved by 
grading with the natural soil, even 
though that soil be gravel. He declared 
that he did mot intend to sprinkle such 
streets for the reason that he was not 
required to. Mr. Tool took an entirely 
different view of the matter, saying 
that it had been intended and under- 
stood when the contract was executed 
that all graded streets sltrould be sprin- 
kled, whatever the grading was dome 
with. He asserted that when a street 
was graded in a district where the 
natural soil was gravel, such a street 
should be considered a graveled street 
and strould be sprinkled. There was no 
sense or reason’in Cross’s contention 
that in order to make such a street a 
graveled street, gravel should be de- 
posited upon it when there was perhaps 
better gravel in the street itself. 

Cross insisted that he would live up 
to the terms of the contract and was 
not bound by what the intention had 
been, but by what was specified im the 
contract. He stated that he had been 
sprinkling a mumber of streets which 
were not in the contract and that he 
had made no charge for this service. 
This Mr. Toll admitted and said that 
due allowance had been made for it, 
but he insisted that the contract should 
be lived up to, and declared that if the 
present contract was fulfilled as well as 
the ome before it had been there would 
be no complaint. To this Cross ob- 
jected on the grounds that he was 
sprinkling more streets than the con- 
tract called for or that he was required 
to sprinkle under a strict construction 
of the contract. To ¢*4s reply was made 
tnat unless the contract was lived up 
to the work could mot go on, and Cross 
answered that he would proceed under 

rotest. He said that he was losing be- 
ween $50) and $700,per month owing to 
the scarcity of water and the necessity 
for him to purchase water.

The plan of the commisioner is to have 
every man in the department under a 
living salary, as is the case in nearly 
every large city in the country. He 
would do away with the reminders cf 
the volunteer department by removing 
all such employés as callmen, and 
would the fire department an 
efficient, well-paid branch of the city 
service. At the regular.meeting of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners yesterday 
Mr. Wells gave notice that at the next 
-meeting he would introduce a resolu- 
tion to make the entire department a 
paid one, instead of a partly-paid one. 
He did not state what his resolution 
would contain, and did not discuss the 
matter, but simply announced his in- 
tention in order that the other com- 
missioners will be able to decide dur- 
ing the coming week what they will 
do as to the matter. The sugcestion 
was made to him that the proposed 
new city charter would probably con- 
tain such a provision as that which 
he intends to introduce, but to this he 
replied that while it was well enough 
to have the matter in the charter, 
there was no assurance that the char- 
ter would carry at the polls, and he 
Proposed to work out his plan before 
the commission, if possible. -< 

lf he succeeds in his endeavor, the 
change will be one of greatest im- 
portance to the fire department. It 
will, in his opinion, result in a much 
more efficient department, and at the 
same time cost no more than the pres- 
ent plan. It is well known that there 
are a number of callmen who could 
be dispensed with by the substitution 
of a permanent man, who wceuld be 
on duty at all times. The commission, 


of course, can only recommend _ the 
change to the City Council, and use 
its influence in the direction of the 


adoption of the proposed improvement. 


BOARD OF FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


Sanitary Inspection of All Engine- 
houses to Be Made. 

All members were present at. the 
regular meeting cf the Board of Fire 
Commissioners yesterday morning, 
Mayor Snyder presiding. The commis- 
sioners were treated to a surprise by 
Acting Chief Smith, who presented’ to 
each of them a neat badge of the de- 
partment appropriately inscribed. 

The weekly report of the Chief as to 
fires showed that the department had 
responded to nine alarms of fires since 
the last meeting of the commission. 
the total loss being $62,050. The de- 
Struction of the plant of the Los An- 


geles Soap Company cause the 
greater part of this loss. 
The Chief also reported that while 


responding to an alarm of fire Tuesday 
afternoon one of the wheels of chemi- 
cal engine, No. 1, collapsed, disabling 
the engine and placing it out of vervice 
for twelve hours. . : 
A petition from the Southern Cali- 
fornia Carpet-Cleaning Company to 
operate a steam boiler and engine at 
Sacramento street and Santa 
nue was referred: to the Chief for in- 
vestigation. 
Action on the report of the Chief 
with reference to transfers, dismissals. 
promotions, ete., in the department 
since the first of the year, was again 
postponed, owing. to the absence of 
Chief Moore. 
City Eleetrician Francis appeared be- 
fore the commission and stated that 
the fire-alarm boxes were being placed 
on metal posts in the conduit district. 
He had been informed by tke City 
Attorney that there was no law to 
prevent the hitching of teams to these 
posts, and he therefore asked that the 
commission recommend to the City 
Council the adoption of an ordinance 
making such hitching a misdemeanor. 
Some sach action was necessary. he 
said. because some of the posts might 
be pulled out of the ground Wy a 
frightened team. The proposed ordi- 
nance will also include the boxes of 
the police signal system, which is soon 
to be established. 
The sanitary condition of a number 
of the engine-houses was discussed at 
length. It was reported by Chief Smith 
that at some of the houses. the 
men were compelled to carry the refuse 
material to an opening in a sewer and 
dump it in, because there were no 
sewer connections. At the suggestion 
of the Mayor it was decided that the 
commissioners will pay an official visit 
to all of the engine-houses next 
Wednesday for the purpose of making 
a inspection of their sanitary condi- 

on. | 
At the next meeting of the commis- 
sion the matter of the provisions to he 
contained in the new city charter with 
reference to the fire department will 
be discussed.

MUST DO SOMETHING. 


Councilmen Tired of the Delay in 
Water Arbitration. 

“Unless the two arbitrators who 
have been appointed to settle the water 
question get in and do something - 
tween now and next Tuesday, I pro- 
pose to introduce a resolution in the 
City Council dismissing the city’s rep- 
resentative on the board of -arbitra- 
tors and either appointing another 
man or taking some other course to 
settle this controversy over the water 
question.”’ That was the assertion 
made yesterday by one of the mem- 
bers of the City Council after he had 
returned from a third visit to the office 
of the board of arbitrators in the Bul- 
lard block without bkving able to find 
any of the members of that board in 
their office. 

For more than a month the an- 
nouncement of the selection of the 
third member of the board has been 
expected daily, but as yet the two 
members who ‘have been named have 
been unable to agree as to who the 
third man ,shall be. The delay is 
costly to the city and the failure of 
the two to begin work on the main 
question which they will have to set- 
tle has nettled several of the mem- 
bers of the Council. The member who 
made the remark quoted is one who 
voted for James C. Kays, the city’s 
arbitrator, and was one of his warm- 
est supporters. Continuing, he said: 

“There is no sense or reason in the 
manner in which this business is be- 
ing done. For more than a month the 
two arbitrators have been in author- 
ity to name the third man, and to get 
to work and settle this matter, but 
what have they done? So far as the 
members of the Council know, they 
have done nothing. Now, I do not 
say that nothing has been done, for I 
fully realize the difficulties which they 
have had to encounter, but what I 
obfect to is the easy manner in which 
what little they have accomplished 
has been done. We do not know what 
they have been doing; we only know 
what they have not succeeded in do- 
ing, and that is to agree as to who 
the third member of the board shall 
be. I Know ifKat a bill for the full 
time since their appointment, at $25 
per day will not be presented by 
Kays, but I would prefer to pay a bill 
for full time at that rate if they had 
selected their third man. If they can- 
not agree let them say so and we can 
appoint another man.”

Clerk’s office a protest against the pro- 
posed opening of New High street from 
Franklin. street into Broadway, and 
some of the owners of property have 
presented -several such protests. All 
of these documents have been referred 
to the Board of Public Works and have 
etn pigeon-holed by that body for the 
reason that no other action could be 
taken on them at this time. All of 
these protests aie premature, and were 
the members cf the ¢ itv Council so dis- 
posed they could order them filed. or 
returned and could take no action’ on 
them or pay roattent on to them, 

_The_ proceedings for the opening of 
New Hizgh street have not been com- 
menced, and until they are no protest 
hes any standirg in the Council. The 
orly thing that has been done in the 
mater is to order the City Engineer to 
furnish the City Attorney with the 
necessary descriptions of property on 
which to base an ordinance of inten- 
ton, and at the request of certain mem 
bers of the Council even this has not 
feen prepared. For the informaticn of 
these interested in the preposed im- 
provement, who may desire to regu- 
larly protest, it is stated that the ordi- 
narceof intention mvst first be adopted 
and published. -Then the Street Super- 
intendent is required to post and pub- 
lishe notices that such and such street 
work is contemnlated. This posting 
and publication must be for ten days, 
and at the expiration of that time the 
property-owners are given ten days in 
which to file protests, before the City 
Council acqu'res jurisdiction to adopt 
the final ordinance ordering the work. 
When such protests are filed, they 
must be set for hearing before the 
Coune’l. The property-owners may fi'e 
their protests at any time after the 
adoption of the crdinance of intention. 
The length of time in which! they are 
given an opportunity to protest, if the 
work is nct pushed through the Coun- 
cil, is about twenty-five days, but this 
time is frequently longer, owirg to the 
failure to promptly follow the require- 
ments of the ltlaw.- The ordinance of 
intention for the opening of New High 
street has rot be-n prepared, much les 
adopted ty the Council. 


Sewrge for Irrigation. 

An investigation has been ofdered of 
the complaints made by a number of 
property-owners in the extreme south- 
eastern portion of the city that sewage 
is being used there for purposes ef ir- 
rigation. For several days the resi- 
dents of that portion of the «ity have 
been calling at the City Hall to ascer- 
tain if the practice ‘could not be 
stopped and to demand tnat the law 
be complied with. The use of sewage 
for irrigating within the city limits is 
forbidden by law and a heavy penaity. 
is provided for its violation. 


This is Pay-day. 

The employés in all-of the_davert- 
ments of the city government, the 
headquarters of which are in the City 
Hall will today receive their salary 
warrants for services renderel during 
the month of August. All of them will 
not be able to secure cash on the war- 
rants, however, as some of the funds 
from which they are to be paid show 
a deficit, and the warrants wiil either 
have to be registered in the Treasur- 
er’s office or will have to be discounted 
outside. The police warrants will be 
ready tomorrow.

ANTIDOTE FOR LOVE. 


A SMALL FEE OF DR. HOLLAND’S 
THAT WAS DISPUTED. 


Miss Strangman Took Poiron—or 
Said She Did, and Her Father 
Dented Liability for Three Vis- 
is Made by the Doctor. 


As an incidental feature to the suit 
of C. Gould against Theodor Strang- 
man, being an action to recover $9, the 
merits of the poisonous drug digitalis 
as an antidote to love were inquired 
into in the Township Court yester- 
day. 

The action was brought on a claim 
for, medical fees assigned to the plaintiff 
by Dr. F. T. Holland, and although the 
amount involved seemed small, the 
defendant denied liability, and it took 
Justice Young all day nearly to arrive 
at such understanding of the facts as 
to warrant him in giving judgment for 
the plaintiff, which was to all intents 
a finding that Dr. Holland was enti- 
tled to the $9 claimed. 

The defendant is a contractor and re- 
sides with his family on Kingsley street, 
On the evening of July 22, 1896, Miss 
Strangman went to the Orpheum with 
Eoward Burke, with whom she was 
keeping company at that time. Upon 
her return home the young lady was, 
according to the testimony given, much 
disquicted, and told her mother that 
her young man had gone back on her, 
and that she would commit suicide. She 
retired to her chamber, however, and 
soon the househcld had quieted down, 
but this peace business was rudely 
disturbed by a gseries of shrieks that 
could be heard a block away. The pa- 
ternal Strangman aroused from his 
first doze and made a bee-line for his 
daughter’s room, where he discovered 
her in bed squealing out that she had 
poisoned herself. A bottle of digitaJis 
pretty well empty, stood close by, and 
it appeared as if the girl was in re- 
ality in danger of her life. Her 
parents—for by this time the house had 
been aroused—hustled her into the 
kitchen where they forcibly adminis- 
tered a strong dose of salt and water. 
Miss Strangman struggled, but she was 
made to take it, but as an emetic 
it was a failure. Then the father in- 
serted his finger in her mouth and she 
did surrender to a limited extent. Mr. 
Strangman stated that his daughter 
had run a rather cold bluff upon him 
on one or two other occasions, and he 
was at first rather dubious about the 
poison, but being in,dout sent for a 
doctor. lit was Dr. Holland who re- 
sponded to:the call, and he labored 
with Miss Strangman for a long time, 
finding her presenting all the symp- 
toms of having been poisoned by tak- 
ing digitalis and remaining for about 
two hours unconscious, 

The drug is almost a specific in cer- 
tain affections of the heart, but not the 

orm under which Miss: Strangman: la- 

red. Next day Dr. Holland called 
again, and on two subsequent occasions 


and by that time the young lady. was 
1er OWN normal self again. ‘hen the 
loctor sent in his account for medical 
ittendance Mr. Strangrian denied li- 
ibility for any of the visits save the 
‘irst, on the ground that he hud never 
"requested Dr. Holland to return. Yes- 
erday it was attempted to be shown 
that the girl was shamming and had 
never taken any poison at all, but just 
»iuffed her old father once ayain. But 
‘he court did not take this view of the 
matter, and held that in view of the 
‘ircumstances surrounding the case in 
the first instancgy the doctor in at- 
‘endance might fairly presume that he 
would be required to attend again, and 
indeed, it was his duty to attend a case 
wherein he alone might know the dan- 
ger attending it. Judgment was given 
for the plaintiff, with costs. 


IN PUBLIC VIEW. 
A Physician Figuring Notably in 
Two Cases. 

Dr. Jules F. Roth, whose offices are 
in the Lankershim building, is figuring 
quite prominently if ssmewhat unpleas- 
before the public these days. 
When the will of Mrs. Nancy A. Gilbert 
‘Vas offered for probate a short time 
ago it was discovered that she had 
made her attending physician, Dr. 
Roth, her residuary legatee, and that 
he would really receive most of the es- 
tate, as there were only a few bequests. 
Mrs. Gilbert was very aged-—nearly 80 
years—and as the will purported to have 
been made before her detth, her 
adopted son attacked its validity and 
filed a contest. The hearing in that 
contest case will ccrme up in all proba- 
bility some time this mont. 

Yesterday Dr. Roth was made to fig- 
ure as the co-respondent in the divorce 
suit of Henry D. Frazier against Grace 
C. Frazier, which eame to trial before 
Judge Van Dyke. It was shown that 
Dr. Roth persuaded Mrs. Frazier. to 
have an operation perfo ned, and on 
July 17 the cperation was performed. 
But not by Dr. Roth, although he sent 
‘n his bill, for as a matter of fact Dr. 
McGowan operated and with him Mr. 
Frazier settled, ignoring Dr. Roth al- 
together in the matter. Then the latter 
brought suit, but thought beiter of it 
and allowed it to drop. 

It was shown by the Fraziers’ maid 
servant, Ida Oleson, that three weeks 
before the operation wes performed 
upon Mrs. Frazier she left the house 
one evening with Dr. Roth and re- 
maitied from home all night. On two 
other occasions Dr. Roti visited Mrs. 
Frazier at her home on West Seventh 
street, during her husband's absence, 
and remained all night. Mrs. Frazier 
spoke openly to the maid servant about 
the matter, and at a later date con- 
fessed her wrongdoing to her husband. 

The testimony in the case was brief, 
and the court at once granted the de- 
cree asked for, awarding the custody 
of the children to the hushbend. 


CURIOUS INSANE CASE. 


D. W. Taylor Adjudged to Be a 
Dipsomaninc. 

Daniel W. Taylor, the candidate for 
Highlands, whom Judge York refused 
to commit on Tuesday, transferring 
the case to Department Four for re- 
examination, was brought before Judge 
Van Dyke yesterday morning. 

Dr. McGowan, who with Dr. Mathis, 
examined the patient the day previous, 
informed the court that Taylor is a 
dipsomanias and a jealous one, and 
that the best thing for himself and his 
family was that he be placed where he 
could be subjected to a proper method 
to cure him. The doctcr remarked 
that Taylor goes on sprees. every two 
weeks up to two months, and lasting 
probably for ten days. he sits,”’ 
said Dr. McGowan, “he is probably as 
sane as the rest of us.” 

To this last Taylor himself acqui- 
esced, and denied emphatically that he 
was insane. Dr. Mathis asked him if 
he didn’t think that his suspiciou of 
his wife was in itself a sign of insan- 
ity and brought forth the response 
that he did not think so, and that if 
his, Dr. Mathis’s, wife acted as had 
his he, too, might be suspicious. Mrs. 
Taylor, wife of the patient, explained 
the suspicion that haunted her hus- 
band by saying that she had not sent 
away the boarder from the house be- 
cause her husband took his money to 
the saloons, while the boarder paid for 
every meal he ate and every accom- 
modation afforded him. She had to 
support her family, and _ . her little 
daughter had been in the doctor’s 
hands for two months past. She told 
her husband to send the boarder away 
if he wanted to, but never until last 
Friday had her husband done so. In 
June last, Mrg. Taylor said, her hus- 
band took a butcher knife into the 
bedroom and threatened what he 
would do to the boarder. 
That practically was all of Mrs. 
Taylor’s testimony, the balance be- 
ing made up of family details not 
bearing upon the insanity charge pre- 
ferred against her husband. She con- 
fessed, however, that she was afraid 
of her husband, as he had threatened 
to kill her. Her testimony was given 
very clearly and so volubly as to pro- 
véke the remark from Judge Van 
Dyke: 

“We see that you want to send him 
to the asylum, and he doesn’t want 
to go.”’ 

“I want, my good friend,” tartly re- 
plied Mrs. Taylor, ‘“‘to look after my- 
self and my children.” 

“If you send that fellow along,” in- 
terjected the patient, “I'll look out 
and proviée for the family all right.” 

Taylors brother spoke well of his 
sister-in-law, and said that the 
boarder in”* question had known the 
family for a number of years, and is 
an employé of the water company. He 
had never heard his brother threaten 
any one, but he had told witness that 
if his suspicions were confirmed he 
would do so and so. He didn’t think 
his brother was at all times sane. 

A neighbor of the Taylor family 
spoke of Mr. Taylor having on one oc- 
casion referred to his suspicions. He 
pulled out a couple of: pocket knives 
with the blades open, and when she 
asked him to give them .to her he re- 
plied that they were “just as harm- 
less with him as’ with a kitten if the 
boarder didn’t return.” At that time 
Taylor confessed that he had seen 
nothing, but the chain of evidence was 
almost conclusive, although he hoped 
he was wrong. 

It was quite a sad scene when the 
mother of the patient was called upon 
to testify. She is a lady well advanced 
in years and her tears flowed freely as 
she testified, her son also being visibly 
moved. She stated that her son had 
told her of his suspicions regarding 
the boarder, and she had pointed out 
to him the foolishness of harboring 
such thoughts. He said that he loved 
his vife; she was all the world to him, 
and he would not give her up; that he 
wouldnt’ do her any/harm,. but if it 
proved true he would kill the man. 

In answer to the interrogatory of 
the court Taylor said that he had been 
suspicious, and hoped there was noth- 
ing wrong; that he told his wife if the 
boarder was sent away he would give 
up drinking and do all he could to keep 
things running smoothly. He had 
taken the cure once, and was willing 
to take it again, but denied being in- 
sane. . 

Dr. McGowan saw no ‘reason to 
change his opinion regarding Taylor's 
condition, nor did Dr. Mathis, and 
Judge Van Dyke said he was inclined 
to abide by their judgment, explaining 
to Taylor that it was no criminal sen- 
tence being sent to Highland, but only 
a measure for his own protection and 
the public safety. The order of com- 
mitment was then made. 


The case was a curious one in sev- 
, A

eral particulars, and provoked con- 
siderable comment among those in the 
court. It was contended that under 
a provision of the Political Code a pa- 
tient suffering from the effects of 
heavy drinking—dipsomania .in_ this 
case—cannot be committed to High- 
lands save by special permit from the 
Board of Supervisors. Whether this 
clause was abrogated by the act 
passed by the last Legislature regulat- 
ing matters pertaining to the insane is 
an open question. 

It was a notab! fact, too, that when- 
ever Taylor was alleged to have made 
a threat against the boarder it was 
accompanied always with a qualifica- 
tion. He was suspicious, and as the 
court said, Mrs. Taylor had _ acted 
very unwisely in not getting rid of the 
boarder wh on her husband first re- 
quested it. 

The last ineanity law is so complex 
that accused persons seldom, if ever, 
are aware of their rights. Taylor has 
been adjudged insane, but any time 
within five days he can demand a jury 
trial, and a two-thirds verdict is re- 
quired to send a person to Highland.

type, and six 16-knot protected cruisers 
of 2500 tons, slightly superior to the De- 
troit class, with the remarkable steam.

725.29 were produced in the _ section, 
909,260 pounds, costing $181,852 were 
California product outside of the county 
and 300,000 pounds, costing $60.000 were 
eastern product.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

FAILURES FOR JULY. Dumn’s Re- 
view publishes statistics of failures by 
branches of business for July. It says: 
“It has ceased to be novel enough to 
cause surprise, but is still worthy of 
attention, that even.in a time of war, 
by many expected to bring great dis- 
aster, failures continue below those of 
previous years, both in number and in 
magnitude. The number of failures in 


July is smaller than in that 
month im any other year of 
which we have record, and the 


amount of liabilities is smaller than in 
any other year, excepting 1897. Mamu- 
facturing failures were larger in num- 
ber, though smaller in amount last 
year, but smaller in nusber and also 
in amount in 1895. Trading failures 
were in number fewer, and also 
in amount smaller than in amy pre- 
vious year. Such a record indicates 
with unerring certainty a general con- 
dition of business not surpassed in 
either of the previous four years.”

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‘ BAN DIEGO, Aug. 81.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The Nicaragua Canal Asso- 
ciation of this city, in codperation with the | 
Chamber of Commerce, will soon issue a 
call for the Nicaragua Canal Congress to 
be held at Chicago or. some other eastern 
city in November. The general terins of 
the cali have already been drawn up. A 
circular, explaining the purpose of the 
congress, and giving the basis of repre- 
ee a has been sent out. It is as fol- 
ws; 


The object of said congress will be to 
secure at the earliest possible cate national 
legislation favorable to the Canal, and look- 
ing to its construction, control and opera- 
relations will permit. To this end loadin 
men of the nation, also of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, will be asked to discuss various 
questions relating to the great project, 

All the States, counties, cities and the 
following named organizations, are earnestly 
requested to appoint delegates, and see to it 
that they attend the congress: The Presi- 
dent of the United States to name ten dele- 
gates at large; Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
each to name five delegates at large; the 
Governor of each State to name five dele- 
gates at large; the commissioners of each 
county to name one delegate: the Mayor 
of each city and town to name one dele- 
gate, and one additional for each 500,000 
population or fraction thereof, each Cham- 
ber of Commerce to name one delegate; 
each Board of Trade to name one delegate; 
any other commercial bodies each to name 
one delegate; every canal association to 
name one delegate.’’

Large Irrigation Project—First Day |

SANTA MONICA, Aug. 31.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] A large irrigation project is 
in proces of formation for land about Santa 
Monica. ‘The Santa Monica Water Com- 
pany, behind which are the large hold- 
imgs of Senator John P. Jones, has pur- 
chased an extensive tract of water-bearing 
land, including the cienega near the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad east of town, and this 
water will be developed in the near future 
for irrigating purposes. The vast quantity 
of cienega land between Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica.is evidence of a large body 
of underground water, and there is little 
doubt that sufficient can be developed to 
irrigate several thousand acres. Careful 
surveys have not yet been made, and it is 
not known whether the water can be pyt 
on the land by gravity, but the presump- 
tion is that pumping will be necessary. 

The probabilities of the soil have never 
been fully ascertained. Heretofore grain 
has been the chief prodyct, and the heavy 
crops in ordinary years have been very 
satisfactory. The drought of the present

“This ‘process’ butter is said to be a 
conglomeration of all sorts of strong, 
rancid and othérwise disreputable but- 
ter, which has been melted, subjected 
to a partially deodorizing process, and 
afterward churned in milk, colored and 
salted so as to give the stuff a sem- 
blance of choice butter. Our informa-

‘process’ butter. 

“We regret to learn that any of our 
merchants have been so mercenary as 
to deliver to the home so objectionable 
an article as ‘process’ butter, thus not 
only exhibiting a disregard for the 
comfort of the old soldiers, but also 
creating such a prejudice as to con- 
strain the managers of the home to 
contract for eastern oleomargarine, in- 
stead of ‘California creamery butter.’ 
“We also regret that the managers of 
the Soldiers’ Home have not had the 
services of an attaché possessing such 
accurate knowledge as to be able to 
detect the impositions which have been 
practiced, and who would be authorized 
to promptly reject articles which did 
not absolutely meet the requirements 
of the printed specifications, and who 
would demand of contractors the de- 
livery of goods which would come 
strictly within both the letter and the 
epirit of their contracts. 

“The Soldiers’ Home, being a na- 
tional and not a State institution, is 
not amenable to the statutes of Cali- 
fornia, which make it unlawful for any 
State institution to use oleomargamrine 
or any imitation of pure butter; there- 
fore the laws of this State cannot be 
invoked in the premises. 

“Your committee cannot, .therefore, 
recommend any legal remedy, but it 
most heartily approves of the disposi- 
tion of persons interested in the dairy 
products of Southern California to agi- 
tate the question, and at least assist in 
bringin@® the actual facts before the 
public,.” 

The Committee on Immigration re- 
ported, in the matter of establishing 
California headquarters in New York 
for the purpose of advertising Califor- 
nia, that it could not recommend giv- 
ing the financial support requested.
